Its work is one long striving from year in to yoar out in an 
unending labour for the least of Gop's creatures. Surely such an 
institution because Christian, in the best sense of the term, will 
not be allowed by Jews to close the subscription list it has 
opened, without finding the recordin it of many Jewish donations, 


Jews and Public Work. 


Lorp Jessen, of Westminster, in the course of a speech he 
made when presiding yesterday week at the distribution of prizes 
to the students of the West Central Talmud Torah, excused 
himself for taking practically no part in Jewish public work. His 
plea was that Jews in this country, since they are now able to under- 
take Parliamentary and Municipal work, are in different case from 
what they were when yearsagothey were precluded and barred from 
doing their share in the citizen affairs of the country. But the 
plea cannot be justified by the facts. Such men as Sir JULIAN 
GoLtpsmip (Lord Jrsse.'s father-in-law), SkERJEANT SIMON, Sir 
DAVID SALOMONS, Sir BENJAMIN PHILLIPS, the ROTHSCHIU.Ds, BARON 
Hienry De. Worms, Montraau—to mention a few names in 
haphazard way—prove that for those Jews who are willing, the exer. 
tise of citizen privileges in performing public work is no kind of bar 
to their labouring also in the communal interests. Happily, we have 
some men among us who contrive to devote themselve to both classes 
of public activity; and it will be an altogether bad thing for Anglo- 
Jewry, and an equally bad thing for the country, when, as a result of 
what is termed Jewish emancipation, Jews with capacity for 
public work will think their duty compieted by tending the vine. 
yards of others and leaving their own vineyard untended.

Some Casual Observations. 


By Menrvror. 
2 is regrettable and, truth to tell, discreditable, that the Jewieh 


Association for the Protection of Girls and Women ended their 

collection with the community still owing them the consider- 

able sum of £2,500. Why does not the community pay ite 
debts? It appears to file ite petition every time an appeal is made 
to it. The deafand dumb children got a dividend of ten shillings 
in the £, and with all the pressure that was brought to bear, that 
from Government quarters included, and with all the earnest and 
vealous labour of all who undertook the appeal, no more than 1és. &d. 
in the £ could be squeezed out for the honour ofthe Jewieh name in 
thiscountry. Iam afraid that the majority of the community measure 
these appeale by their own bushel. So used are they to that 
particular form of bargaining and chaffering, which finds ite highest 
exposition on the near other side of Aldgate pump, that when 
an appeal is made there ig at once a disposition to offer it half on 
the assumption that it has asked about double what it really wantys. 
To apply the cult of Petticoat Lane to our institutional needs is 
hardly a healthy sign to be noted in modern Anglo-Jewry. 


If, however, the Association s collection fell short, the Festival 
Dinner did not in anysense. It was a brilliant function: and with a 
long experience extending over many many years of such gatherings, 
{do not recall one which was more generally voted a success, nof 
even including the last supper that was tendered to the Chief Rabbi, 
and with the consequent. indigestion arising from which Dr. Hertz is 
still afflicted. . The speeches, even the Jewish speeches, were 
particularly good, although our community doee not ehbine in 
point of oratory. 


With the exception of the Earl of Reading and Sir Herbert 
Samuel, we have no speakers who can be deemed anywhere 
near first-class, and even the two 1 have named are nothing 
great im comparison with very many non-Jews in public life, 
For instance, the Chief Rabbi's matter is usually oratorical in the 
very best sense, but hig manner and tone are execrable. He bites 
his words with the energy of a crocodile, and rasps his sentences with 
the inharmony of acoarse file. Haham Dr. Gaster’s manner is oratori- 
cal of quite a distinguished order, but his matter is no more sub- 
siantial than the soufflé which Messrs. Lyons serve up with one 
of their sweetmeats. He rushes through his speech with a 
Niagara's torrent, and allthat you are able to grasp is the foam 
upon its surface. Mr. Lionel de Rothechild speake with ap 
unholy twang, and what he says would be utterly unimportant 
if it were not he who said it. Sir Stuart Samuels oratory ie 
distinctly of the hot potato order. He breaks off, too, at every 
third sentence into a little intimate conversation of a trivial 
nature, which rather disposes you to think that in fact it is chest- 
huts rather than hot potatoes he hag secreted in hie mouth while 
tabking. 

Then, just to take another instance, there is Mr. Claude 
Montefiore. If it were not that every word he utters is as fine 
steel, glowing hot from the fire of earnestness and conviction, 
that he always reminds one of that prophetic figure which pictured 
the living coal upon the lip of truth, he could not impress any 
audience. Apart from awkward mannerisms, he gulps down half of 
each sentence as if to show hie audience that what he says is so 
unquestionable, that even he does not mind swallowing it. One of 
the best speakers among ug is Mr. Lucien Wolf. At least, what he 
Says always is full of matter. His sentences are well knit, 
he rises to the occasion and sits down at the right moment. for 
the rest, we are a sorry lot in the oratorical line and I could 
hot help contrasting our oratorical poverty the other evening with 
tome of the speeches delivered by non-Jews, notably the Home 
Secretary's and Mr. Cairne’ and Mr. Harris’ of the Home Office. 
All of them spoke clearly, emphatically, distinctly, knew their 
Subjects and said what they had to say without giving the impress- 
ion that they were showing their audience how admirably they 


could gay it, but that what they were saying they thought it neces- © 


fary to communicate to the public before them, 


Anglo-Jewry frequently forms a puzzle that I confess seems un- 
solvable to one who, like myself, was born an Anglo-Jew and has 


livedin the Metropolis of Anglo-Jewry all his life. 1! refer to the 


hiatus that one constantly finds existing between the claims and 
Professions we Jews make and the manner in which we come out 
When we are tested. If anybody asked what Jews in Eagland—those 
of them with a soul above buttons, or a mind above solo—really 
cared for and would do much to encourage, we should at once be told 
it was the dramatic art. Weshould be reminded that the theatres 
would " feel a draught” were it not for Jewish patronage, and that if 
there was nothing else Jews could be attracted to it was fine acting, 
and intelligent theatrical representation. Now, if that be true and 
if the love for drama among our people be a fact, there cau be no 
limit in reason set to the passion that we are credited with. 


To say, for example, that we love English drama. but 
ave uc appreciation for French or Russian, would go 
unerringly to show that our love for the drama at all was 
not worth much. ‘The other day 1 asked a persistent play. 
goer who ecarcely ever misses a first night, whether he had 
seen the Yiddish players who form Mr. Maurice Swarts’ company. 
Oh, Yiddieh!’ he said. with a deprecating sneer, I couldn't go 
and sit out anything in Yiddish. Thie coreligionist deems him- 
self quite a patron of the stage, and I suppose there are a large 
number who share hie sentiment, and that ie why more Jewe have 
not tilled the theatre while the Yiddish players have been acting. 
The criticisms this remarkable company has received from the 
general press—] am referring te the non-Jewish press—have been 
astonishing. Those comprising the company are marked every- 
where as consummate actors of a high order. Some of the 
things they have presented are declared unrivalled by anything 
that has appeared hitherto on the stage. And yet Jewe have given 
little countenance to the ability which these fellow Jewe have 
been manifesting. 1] wonder why. 


Mr. Maurice Swartz, | see by the interview which he accorded to 
this paper some weeks ago, thinks it is because our people do not want 
to be recoguised as Jews, and therefore do not attend a Yiddish play. 
But that argumentof hisisa fallacy. Because there could be no better 
opportunity for a Jew to be mistaken for a non-Jew than for him to 
form cone of the audience at a Yiddish play. That sounds paradoxical ; 
but if you think it out, it is none the less true. But Mr, Swartz may 
be comforted. I have never known a Jewish artist,a Jewish liliérateur, 
a Jewish author, a Jewish actor, or indeed, any Jew devoting him. 
self to creative cultural work of any kind, who received anything 
but poor encouragement from his fellow-Jews in this country. Many 
a one has told me, with no little bitterness in hie tone, of the diffe: 
ence of his experience in this respect in Germany, in Russia, in 
America, or few have not, with some variation, declared Anglo Jewry 
in this regard to be the very exemplification of the Galuth. 


Here is a little etory, not the least attractive thing about it 
being that it is a fact. A little while before the time for Aol Nidre 
Service last year, a friend of mine on his way to the Synagogue called 
upon an acquaintance. Neither of them was exactly an observant 
Jew, but both of them apparently “kept ’ the one day, The visitor 
found his friend taking his meal, and noticed that}he was eating 
Maitzoth. ©“ What on earth are you eating Matzoth for?’ he asked. 
‘Goy /’ was the indignant answer, “ Don't you know to-morrow # 
Yom Kippur: Who saye that the lost ten tribes may not yet be 
found in Ireland!

Ab! then, and then only, when we makeoa sacrifice that hurte us, do 
we realise the beauty and the glory of stretching out a band to the poor 
and giving help to the needy.

The Curler Ravel, in proposing the toast of “ His Majesty's Govern- 
ment,” said that he deemed it a great privilege indeed that such an im portant 
toast as that of ‘ His Majesty's Government,” coupled with the name of 
the Secretary of State for Home Affairs, Mr. Arthur Henderson, should 
bave been deliberately entrusted to him. He was sure that others knew 
far more of Governments in general and the present Government in 
particular than he did, and would do greater justice to the toast. This 
was in fact one of those moments when he would be prepared to subscribe 
to the curfent opinion so tenaciously held by Jews of ali classes as to the 


THE 


anworidliness of ecclesiastics. (Laughter) Fortunately, however, 
ecclesiastics, though unworldly, were not illiterate. They read! 
(Laughter). It was through this latter qualification that he bad been 


able to benefit -y an article on the present Government that appeared 
in a Continental newspaper immediate'y after the last election. The 
writer attempted to disabuse his readers cf the hasty inferences that 
generally drawa in foreigu countries from the unforeseen resulta of 
the election. The advent of Labour to power would not, he explained, 
interrupt the continuity of English policy; and English Socialists he 
further explained, were not quite the same thing as Continental 
Socialists; they were far less revolutionarics than they were humanists. 
He urged them to keep in mind those two words, “continuity” and 
“humanists,” whenever they thought of His Majesty's Government. 
They admirably described the temper and method of ali British Govern- 
ments during the last generation. The party in power to-day was not 
the first to initiate social legislation, or to encourage every form of 
endeavour that made for social betterment. They had excellent prece- 
dents before them when they placed human interests before economic or 
even political interests; wheo they considered may and not property, 
man and not the machine, whether.it be that of industry or government, 
as the primary care ia all their politics. One dominant personality inthe 
present Cabinet, Viscount Haldane, would express this whole attitude of 
mind in the words of that great Scottish-German philosopher whose 
bicentenary had recently been remembered: “In international law, it is 
wisest so to act that all other nations should follow your example.” And 
those bumanists at the helm of our national affairs to-day, while working 
towards better conditions for the people at home, cultivated the wider 
outiocok abroad. They fully realised the 
THE UNITY OF CIVILISATION, 

and therefore gladly co-operated with other nations wherever humanity 
could be uplifted, or any humanitarian cause advanced. This brought him 
to the problem in hand, to the cause for which they were bravely dining. 
Here, if anywhere, the attitude of mind of the humanist was required. The 
great and baffling problem of the protection of girls and women, world-old 
as it was world-wide, bad its economic side, its educational side, its social 
side, and its religious side; but far more important than these, was its 
human side. First of all, they must be humane if they were successfally 
to deal with so humana question. Such, indeed, had always been the 
spirit in which that Association had been met by the Government. 
(Cheers.) It bad been helped by the Ministry of Health in connection 
with its Rescue Home and Highbury Home; and specially by the Home 
OMce in connection with Police Court work, probation work, and the 
children’s work. For a number of years Great Britain had had an official 
representative on the Advisory Committee of the League of Nations, 
which undertook to cope with the tremendous evils and daugers that 
threatened defenceless women and children, Mr, Arthur Henderson and 
bis colleagues continued to co-operate with every world agency which 
was engaged in the crusade against that challenge to civilisation— 
the White Slave Trafic; with every movement which was resolved not 
to rest until this‘ sum of all villainies” was driven from the earth. He, 
personally, had always felt deeply on this crusade. In fact, his deep 
feeling on this question was responsible for what was in some quarters 
regarded ar his first indiscretion in this country, when, eleven years ago, 
at the Fifth International Congress for the Suppression of the White 
Slave Traffic, he denounced Tsarist Russia, a participant in that Congress. 
for its infamous Yeliow Ticket policy. The Jewish population of Russia 


was hnddied together in a Pale of Settlement, but if any Jewess was 
prepared to apply for a Yellow Ticket and follow a life of shame, freedom 
of movement throughout the Empire was immediately granted to her. 
If thatdenounciation was an indiscretion, it was an indiscretion that was 
beartily approved of by all the humanists in England and oat of Logland. 
(Cheers.) Such being his perscnal attitude on this question, they would 
not wonder at his ardent wish and prayer that tne activities of the 
Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and Women should 
command an ever wider and wider circle of supporters. The network of 
charities and agencies of this Association to protect Jewish girls and 
women from evil isflaences and from lives of suffering, slavery, and 
degradation, constituted a veritable Kiddush Hashem. Would that bie 
voice could reach the ear of every Jew and Jewess in the Metropolis, in 
the Provinces, and in the Dominions, to show them what a moral obliga- 
tion and patriotic duty, yea, what a glorious privilege it was to be 
associated in its sacred work! (Cheers.) 


The Home Secretary. 


The Right Hon. ARTHUR HENDERSON, M.P., who was received with 
loud cheers, said that it was to him an unqualified pleasure to accept the 
invitation to respond to the toast so ably proposed by the Chief Rabbi. 
Although he said it gave him unqualified pleasure, he must confess that on 
occasions like that he always felt somewhat embarrassed. There was a 
story told of a London schoolboy. He was taken round the Honee 
of Commons, and had the various parts of that great institution 
described to him, and when he returned to his school, he was asked to 
write an essay on whathe had seen. On giving his description be got 
to a point when he said that he saw the Speaker's procession ; he saw the 
Speaker walk up thé floor of the House accompanied by his chaplain, and 
when they reached their position the chaplain took a good look at his 
audience, and proceeded to pray for his country. (Laughter). As be 
(Mr. Henderson), waited for the introduction of the toast of His 
Ms jesty's Ministers, and the speech of the Chief Rabbi that had to 
accompany it, he was not quite satisfied whether they would have 
such astatement put before them as wou!d answer the description of the 
boy, or at any rate that the audience might think that the Chief Rabbi bad 
begun to pray for hie country. (Laughter). He had listened to the 
speech of the Chief Rabbi, with immense interest. He might have said 
as much about the Government himself (Laughter), bat coming from the 


Chief Rabbi it came from him with very much greater expediency and — 


acceptance. He delivered that speech, to use the words of a great 
Liberal statesman, as in a position of greater freedom and less 
responsibility. (Laughter) And what a charming speech it was! 
He thought it was one more evidence that the days of miracies 
were not over. (Laughter.) Just imagine their listening to a speech 
like that after they had had four months of a Labour Government! 
(Laughter.) Wasit actually true that after a Labour Government had 
been in office for four months they could dine like that, they could listen to 
a speech like that, and they could sleep safely in their beds? (Laughter.) 
He was sure when they remembered the predictions that were made 
immediately before the General Eiection, how the most extraordinary — 
should he say blood-curdiing ?~statements were being issued day by day 
and week by week in the papers as to the disastrous things that would 
befall this country if it actually had a Labour Governmert in office, they 
must feel somewhat surprised, and he could repeat that the days of 
miracles were not over. (Laughter.) One of the most striking things 
that he had seen during the twenty-one years that he had been associated 
with the House of Commons was the transformation ina public thought and 
publicoutlook regarding the Government of the day, indicated in the speech 
to which they had just listened. They wonld find the same indications 
almostevery where, even in the columns of the very papers that had made 
the startling predictions. (Laughter, and bear, hear.) Why the change” 
How had it been brought about? He beileved the Chief Kabbi touched 
the very point when he said that during the past four months, whether 
they looked at it from the standpoint of social legislation and the stand- 
point of social change, or whether they took the wider standpoint of inter- 
national politics, there had been a continuity that had been most gratifying 
to the genera) public. (Cheers.) In international affairs there had been 
a departure from continuity—he said this with pride, and he hoped he 
might be pardoned for saying it with pride-—for the better, and he held 
very strougly the opinion that the great change that took place a few 
weeks ago as the result of the appeal to the French electors was largely 
due to and was largely influenced by the statesmanlike humane policy for 
which our present Prime Miaister and Foreign Secretary had been 
responsible in the conduct of foreiga affairs. (Cheers.) Let them not 
be alarmed. He thought it was one of the proper tests of British 
political life, that we should all strive to bring abort whatever changes 
wo stood for by constitutional methods (cheers), and once it was realised, 
as he believed it was more freely realised now than ever before, that 
in the programme which the present Government presented and desired 
of great social changes and great ceremonial changes, it was determined 
that those changes, if accomplished at all, should be accomplished alone 
by those constitutional methods that were so long associated with the beet 
of British traditions, the better forall concerned. (Cheers). Those things 
were only to be 


ACCOMPLISHED BY SOUND AND MOST CONSTITUTIONAL MBANS, 

andall the alarmfSt statements that were made had been falsified. In his 
opinion, if the present Government was in office four years those statements 
would continue to be falsified, because they were determined, and he 
knew of no single member of the Government at the present time who 
was not determined, that every social, every political, every inter- 
national, and every moral change they had in view could only 
be brought abont by constitutional means. (Cheers). He had sometimes 
said, and he would repeatit, that ia face of all these alarmists state- 
ments, people thought it would be time to look to barricades to protect 
themselves. Well, in connection with the Labour Government, the only 
association it had had with barricades was the order which he was 
pleased to issue, to remove the unsightly barricades that existed at the 
end of Downing Streot when the Labour Government came into office, 
and, might he say, no matter how long they were in office, that: would bo 
about the only association that Goverament would have with barricades. 
(Laughter and Cheers). Might he say one or two other words’? Ue 
agreed with the Chief Rabbi. The Government were not going to mislead 
people, and they were not going to pretend that they did not want creat 
changes. They did want them, but in all they would be influenced by 
the magnificent thought that was the centre of the Chief Rabbi's speech, 
and it would be by exaltation of all that was best ia human affairs. 
Every change they sought to bring about would be characterised, 
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he hoped, by unse'fishness, and wou'd be for the promotion of national 
righteousness. (Cheers). He rejviced that his colleagues and he 
believed that righteousness alone exalted a nation, and that was the 
key note of their policy It had been the key-note up to then and it 
would be the key noteuptothe end. (Choers.) Taoere wasonly one point 
ja the Chief Ikibbi'« speech as he begsaa which almost alarmed him. The 
Chief Rabbi hinted that he and bis colleagues bad been characterised as 
being unworldly. Washe right? Well, if the Chief Ribbi koew nothing 
about the present Government beyond what he read in the papora—and 
of course he excepted all the papers that were represented that evening — 
(iaughter), because he could not inclule them, he would venture to say, 
and he thought the Chairman would agree with bim, bocause he had 
been sufficiently long in politics that he had taken up a paper after 
he had made a speech, and had read it and had then wondered 
if it was he the paper was referring to (laughter), it was uofortunate, 
because what he had described was vory often the experiencs of members 
of the prosent Government. One had to get iato close touch with the 
great movement and to have a clear sight of the great principles and acliear 
vision of the goal they were aimiog at to understand the Labour 
Party, and if the Chief Rabbi nad made an entirely different speech after 
telling the audience that he had read about the Goverament, he would not 
have been surprised. (Iaughter.) Before he left that part let him say 
this._they bad got to test the Labour Government a little longer. It was 
quite trues that they lived in a state of uncertainty. (Hear, hear and 
Laughter). As he sometimes said, they knew not what a day or an hour 
might bring forth _{iaughter)—but as long as they were there they were 
going to get on with the work they bad been endeavouring to do, and it 
would, as he had already hinted, be characterised by the principles to 
which he had already referred. That was all that he was going to say 
about the Goverament. He wanted to say a few words about what 
Was much more important, as far as that gathering was con 
cerned, than even the Goverament. He remembered that that 
gathering bad a very definite object. Tne Caicf Rabbi had dealt 
very eloquently with the subjec’, and had urged the importance 
of the appe :| that had been issued on behalf of the Jewish Association. 
Now, the work which the Association was doiog was very closely 
associated with some phases of the work of the Department over which 
he had the honour to preside. (Cheers.) He had with him that erening 
Mr. 5. W. Harris, who would be speaking to thom a little later, and he 
had no doubt that Mr. Harris would tell them al! that he knew from direct 
experience of the 
900D WORK THE ASSOCIATION HAD BEEN ENGAGED UPON, 
Here was a creat field of social endeavour lying beforethemall. Hesome 
times thought that if they could only gather together in one position all 
the work that an organisation jlike that had been doing—ail the good work, 
and bring together all the cases they had assisted to bless, and place 
them before an audience, what an effect that would have on all their 
minds. The fact was that one saw a person here and a person there and 
assed on: and so one went on weck in and week out, and month 
o and month out, and year ia and year out, and, as he had 
often said, they had been so brought up to these things that 
he was afraid that they were almost unmoved by them. At any rate, 
he thought they would agree with this that when they came to read 
through a list of subscriptions to many of those great organisations and 
many of these great efforts that had humane uplifting as their ob) ects, it 
was surprising how one came over the samo names time after time and 
again aud again, and even the great mass of wel! disposed right-thinking 
people somehow or another did not allow to get possession of them the 
thought that they had an .obligation that there was an individual duty 
for them to help in the work of aiding their less fortunate brothers and 
sisters. (OCheers.) He had sometimes thought about itin this way. He 
remembered that some years ago hs was a member of a managing 
committee of two asylum boards. Before that he used to hear 
about insanity, and listen to people talking about insanity, and he 
just felt as if it was part of the ordinary day's work. but when he 
went to those asylums to visit, when he Walked through the wards, 
when he saw children and young people and aged people who were 
terribly afflicted by insanity, that completely changed his outlook 
towards that terrible disease, and so he said if they could bring 
right before people's eyes all the hundreds and thousands of the 
children, yes, and the uomarried mothers and those who unfortunately 
had given way to a life of shame,— if those could bs brought before people 
he ventured to say that their o itlook towards their groat social disorders 
would be entirely different, and instead of that organisation having to 
bave a dinner of that description in order to emphasise the need, the 
need would be so impressed upon every one of them throughout their 
great community and their great race that money would, in his opinion, 
be diverted from the more selfish objects upon which, unfortunately, too 
much was spent and would be diverted and directed into the channels of 
such organisations as that, with the beneficent objects ia view, which 
that Jewish Association had. (Cheers.) His last word was— ict them show 
that those who enjoyed some of the advantages of life were prepared, 
even to the point of sacrifice, to assist those who for one reason or 
another, had fallen by the wayside. (Cheers) They need not go into 
the reasons. Many people said “ Well, well, they never ought to have 
got there.” God only kuew how they got there, but they at all events 
could not afford to cast the first stone. (Hear hear, and Cheers). He 
hoped, therefore, that the appeal that had been made to them by the 
Chief Rabbi, supplemented by his own few words and probably by other 
words that would be offered to the audience that evening, and which 
would through the Press go before a much larger audience, would result 
in a general recognition of individual responaibility in order that that 
Association might carry on with a greater standard of efficieney the 
beneficent work in which it was engaged. (Loud Cheers.) 


Major J. B. Brunel Cohen, M.P 

The CHAIRMAN, who was recsived with warm cheers, said they had 
all listened with very great interest tothe very eloquent speech and more 
eloquent appeal on behalf of the Association made by the Home Secre 
tary, and when he assured them that nearly all the members of the 
Labour Party spoke with that great eloquence, his hearers would not be 
surprised at the support they got throughout the couatry. Now, with all 
due apologies to the Home Secretary, he did not think that Mr. Henderson 
would disagree with him when he said that he now came to what was 
the toast of the evening, namely, that of the Jewish Association for the 
Protection of Girls and Women, coupled with the name of Mr. Claude G. 
Montefiore. (Cheers.) Bat when the time came, he wanted them to do 
more than drink the toast—he wanted them to pay for it, and to pay 
handsomely for it (Laughter and cheors.) They had all had the 
pamphlet issued to them at the time the invitations were sent out for the 
dinner, in which the work of the Association was described, and he did 


not intend to enlarge on it at any considerable length. Its chief wor, 
came under seven headings: (1) The after-care of girls who had beeg 
inmates of the Association's homes; (2) prison visiting; (5) probation 
work; (4) the after-care of mentally deficients; (5) advice to Jewish 
girls and women an all subjects at any time they cared to 
ask for it. (6) making enquiries on behalf of other Jewish 
charities, and iastly, but by mo means least, (7) taking action 
in conjouction with the Government to stamp out traffl: in women 
and children. It might bs thought that that particular Association 
was uanecassary, because of the fact that there were other associations 
that dealt with the same subject and had the same aims and were non. 
sectarian; bat he could assure them that such was not the case, for 
those other societies, when they had Jewish cases bafore them, always 
communicated with that Association and asked the Association to help 
them, and very largely on accouat of the fact that a great number of 
women coming to this country were emigrants, or Jewish women and girls 
on their way to other couatries, the mere fact that they were Jewesses 
and of that Association being a Jewish one formed a tremendous bond by 
which the Association could gst help for them in the very first place to 
which they went. There would not bs the value attached to that is 
the Association were a non-sectarian Association. (Undoubtedly, as 
the result of present conditions, immorality was likely to strengthen 
rather than to weaken. He did not say this was particularly 
the fault of the giris, but owing to the increased population of this 
country, owing to the shocking housing conditions, owing, in many cases, 
to one, two, or three families living in one room. it was impossible for girls 
to keep as modest as they otherwise woulddo. There was no way in which 
they could escapes from those homes but through the door of adventure, 
and sometimes the adventures entered up 2n lightly enough and innocently 
enough brought them to shame and degradation, and brought grie! ana 
distress upon theic relatives. Now that society could do a very great 
deal to alleviate all that, but it mast have money to doit. Attht present 
moment the Association spent, or would like to spend, something like 
£11,000 a year, and the income from al! sources, even in the best year, 
was never more than £9,000, so that the management bad 


AN ANNUAL DEFICIENCY TO FACE, 
and unless those present helped them that night there was only two 
things before them. They could get more and more into debt, but that 
was not only very undesirable, but would soon bs impossible, or they 


could cut down some of the many branches oftheir activities. He said to 
them in all earnestoess thatif that was the position, and that young Jewish 
girls needed the help of such a Society as that, if would be a most serious 
reflection on a community of ladiesand gentlemen such as he saw befure 
bim, if such a work had to be curtailed for lack of funds, and they were 
uoable to help those girls. He had alwayshad a very great reverence for 
women, and the mere fact that some few of them strayed by the wayside 
did not detract from that reverence. In fact, he supposed that he had 
piaced womanhood on a high pedestal from the mere thought of his 
mother, and so he would welcome those who had fallen by the wayside. 
And he said to all those who had reverence for womanhood, as they 
revered their owo mothers, that they should give to the Association 
handsomely that night; and if they had daughters, and, owing to 
the fact of their beiag in a position of means, they had been abie 
to educate those daughters and shelter them from the realities of 
life, and had been able to bring them up behind the family wailis, 
where they received every care, then they should give doubly. 
He would appeal to those women to give in thanksgiving for 
the fact that they had never had to face temptation, or, if they 
had been brought face to face with it, and the fact that they had 
had the up-bringing which had given them sufficient character and 
strength to withstand it, and for the fact that they had been given other 
interests and other desires which could successfully combit anything 
they had been taught to recognise as wrong, in thanksgiving for 
all that, and for the sake of future generations, and for their own 
honour and the honour of Judaism, let them give generously in order 
that the work of the Association might be contiaued, and that its 
aims might be achievedin full. He would like, too, to appeal to women 
to be more tolerant. There were some women som stimes, he found, who, 
the more religious and good thay were, were the less able to understand 
other women being less good. He had kaown many say, “ Well, if 
a gir) has gone wrong as she has so9she mu3treap.” He did not 
believe that. (Cheers). Some girls sinaed through ignorance, and 
often in innocence, and he did not believe thattho crop must always 
be bad as some psople would suspsct. He appsaled to those ladies who 


' had been brought up behind sheltered walls, and who had never had 


temptations, or had been able, if they hai had them, by their education, 
to resist them, to subscribs handsomely to the fund, and enabie the 
work of the Association to bs carried on successfully. (Cheers). 


Mr. Claude Montefiore. 


Mr OLAUDE G. MONTEFIORE, who was received with warm cheers, 
said that the toast of the evening, so eloquently proposed and so enthusias- 
tically received, neoded really no reply, but he had been put up in order to 
inflict a few remarks upon his hearers for wich there seemed less oppor. 
tunity elsewhere. First of all, he desired to offer a word of thanks to 
their Treasurer and his son and to Mr. Reginald Beddington, who had 
worked like the highest class of niggers. But be must also say a word of 
very cordial thanks and gratitude to a band of ladies, who had performed 
very necessary work with much aboegation and self-effacement. (Cheers) 
They were very grateful, too, to the Jewish Press, both English and 
Yiddish, which had constantly and consistently backed their appeal. 
In a sense, the appeal was not specially “good copy” (laughter); it 
was so uncontroversial; it was so approved by all; it evoked no 
replies, and, therefore, they were the more beholden to the Press 
for their warm advocacy of their case and of their canse. 
(Cheers.) He admitted that on their begging campaiga they had 
had some disappointments) Sometimes he had wished that he was 
invested with the powers of old King John, who was his own Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, and as reported to have said to certain wealthy Jews 
of his day—the Home Secretary had batter treat this as confidentia! and 
not repeat it to a certain formidable colleague of his—(Laughter): ‘“ Your 
money or your teeth!” But of course King John lived before false teeth 
had been invented, and he was not sure how much he would have gained 
by his methods now-a-days. (Laughter). Soms people had used

Some said “Your clients ought to help themselves and can do 60 
if they like,” or, “You exaggerate the dangers and the evils.” Who 
were those clients of theirs who ought to help themselves and could do 
so if they liked? He asked them to close their eyes and follow him. 
Should they begin with the girls who travelled alone across 
the seas, arriving perchance at Rio, and Buenos Ayres, oF 
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other ports, ignorant of the language, often iguorant of the perils, 
often not very intelligent, often with wrong addresses. Did they 
peed no help? Would those presen: care for their own daughters 
to undertake such journeys unprotected uucared for, alone? 
They were there ia safety , they were there ia luxury. some had said, 
perhaps rightly, “you ought not to drink champague and eat asparagus 
en branches for such a cause.” No, they ought not, except on one con- 
dition ; let them thiak of the fate of those naknown girls and fulfil that 
one condition, and prevent other girls shariag that fate, the details of 
which, even in this age of plain speaking, he dared not describe to them. 
Mr. Montefiore read some statistics relating to cases that had been dealt 
with and went on to say that be must not weary his audience. but the 
list could be easily extended. He would like to tel) them of the vast 
preventive work upon which they were ceaseless!y engiged, and to 
explain its necessity, its imperative necessity. They were not out to 
change buman nature: they were out to protect their Jewish girls 
from the perils of human nature, their own and their brothers. Did 
they exaggerate the evil? Let them ask some of thos? experienced 
workers who were their guests. They would but say no. They, 
as Jews, must protect theirown, and where the need was they must 
help to punish their own. They must look after their own fair fame; 
they must keep their reputation clean. Someone, near and dear to him. 
self, also present there that night, yoars ago wrote some lines which, 
true then, were still trae to-day. ‘She wrote of those who had fallen and 


of those who were nearing the brink. The Association repeated her cry, — 


“Men and women of Israel, come to our aid thie day'” (Cheers.) Ino 
conclasion, Mr. Montefiore said the Chairman had asked hii to read the 
following message from the Secretary-General of the League of Nations 
to the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and \Vomen: 

It ia with great pleagsnre that I respond to the invitation of Mr. Cohen to 
end a message on the occasion of the assembly organised by the Jewish Asso- 
ciation for the Protection of Girls and Women appealing for fande for ite work. 
Amongst the duties laid upon the League of Nations by ite Government is the 
general supervision over the the execution of agreements with regard to the 
traffic in women and children. Recognising that the successful performance 
of these obligations required the assistance not only of Goveruments but of the 
great international voluntary organisations which know at firet hand the condi- 
tions in which this detestable traffic is carried on, ths Council of the League 
invited five of these interuational organisations, including the Jewish Agssocia- 
tion for the Protection of Girle and Women, to send representatives as assessors 
to the Committee which advises the Council as to how best it may accomplish 
ite task. That thiscollaboration between voluntary organisatious aud the League 
has been most fruitful, no one who is acquainted with what the Leagae has 
effected in this important domain can deny. The Jewish Association, by the 
devoted service of its individaal members for the protection of women and girls, 
and the League of Nations, by its official action through Governments, are 
pursuing in their respective «pheres a common aim. Iam convioced that all 
friends of the League of Nations hope that a most cordial response will! be 
made tothe present appeal on behalf of the splendid work which t# being so 
successfully carried out by the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls 


and Woinen 
Mr. Arthur More. 


Mr. ARTHUR MORO, io asking the company to drink tothe guests, said 
that it was cheering to feel that they were all animated hy the same 
thought, the same desire, the same resolve, to work for and secure the 


welfare and safety of the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls 
and Women. Over many months they had been weighed down by a great 
load of auxiety, for if their appeal was nota success, they mustsuffer a 
disastrous curtailment of their activities, and be forced to close one or more 
of their homes. There was no alternative. Mr. Moro sketched the 
history of the Association down to the present year, and said that the 
Jewish community bad proved conclusively that it was not indifferent 
to the social evil by keeping the Association ia funds for forty years. 
It was unthinkable that they would fail them now. Having given 
further particulars of the various branches of the Association's work, 
Mr. Moro said that Mr. Montefiore had spoken about their international 
work. So much of the evil which they tried to combat could be traced 
to the terrible restrictions and treatment 89 long—so very long—-suffered 
by thelr peopie in Central Earopse. That Was not the place to describe 
the horrors of the traffic, so well called in the past the “ White Slave 
Trafic,” of which many of its victims were beaten, starved, terrorised 
into abject submission and degradation. He was thankful to be able to 
tell them that during 10c. they had rescaed several girls from that awful 
fate, aud had prevented a considerable number from bsing trapped into 
it. Those girls—and all the girls of whom he had spoken— were stretching 
forth their hands to them, and through them toall the Jewish community, 
appealing, imploringhelp. Letthem not harden their hearts to the cry, 
but Oli the slips in as generously as they could, so that when the result of 
the collection was made knownit would bs most cheering. How he wished 
that someone would be inspired to rise and make the promise of a fine 
donation—this might be made if only out of gratitude for what Mr. 
Snowden had not done. It would set an excellent example, and it 
would delight Mr. Reginald Beddington, to whose talent for organisation 
the Association owed so much, and it would rejoice their Treasurer. la 
conclusion, he expressed his gratitnde to the ladies who 89 kindly helped 
to issue the appeal, and to the Stewards who collected forit. He wanted 
them to realise the facta fact upon which he would lay all possible 
em phasis—that they were not idealists attempting the unattainable, but 
that with love and pity they sought to do practical, sound, and holy work. 
They sought to make the lives of those they helped better and happier. 
tle asked them to raise their glasses and drink cordially to the health oi 
the guests, coupled with the names of Mr. Harris and Mr. Cairns. (Cheers). 


Mr. J. A. Cairns. 


Mr. J. A. CAInns, Magistrate at Tanamss Polico Couft, who on 
tising to respond was received with warm cheers, s1id that from day to 
day he was ia intimate association with the humbler members of the 
Jewish race in less happy circumstances than those assembled there that 
evening, aud even there he was not unmindfal of what he owed in his 
young days to the House of Israel. Ia that connection he was happy in 
his associationsin the days of his childhood and youth, because his home 
was steeped in the literature and the ideals of the Hebrew race; his 
childhood was fired by the stories of their national heroes, and in his 
youth he learned wisdom from the writings of Solomon, and added much 
to his knowledge from the Prophet Jonah, because it taught him that 
life always put one back to the task he dreaded. (Laughter.) He had made 
careful investigation into the work of the Association, and he happened 
to know that his brother Metropolitan magistrates appreciated more 
than anybody the value of the work of the Association they were met 
together that night to support. He had no hesitation in saying that not 
Only would it be difficult, but it would be utterly impoasible to administer 
the criminal law in the terms of humanity and hope apart from that 
"Association. (Cheers). On the following day he would preside at a 

Children’s Court at Old Street, and last Wednesday there was remanded 
there a Jewish girl of fifteen, who had been attracted from the path of 
Virtue, and who was in a position of most serious moral danger, and it 


was entirely due to the work of the Association that thie Jowish girl with 
whom he hada long talk after the Court was over -a bright dazzling girl— 
was now going back to virtua and work. (Cheers). Hs commended to 
the generosity aad prayers of the Jewish people that great Association, 
that was accomplishing a work which wasa humane work, aod which 
was also adiviue work, andbe commended it witb all bie heart to the 
Jewish people of London. (Cheers). 


Mr. S. W. Harris. 


Mr. 8. W. Hanae, C.B., C.V.0., of the Childrea'e Department of the 
Home Office, also responded. He presumed he had been asked to reply 
t> the toast because of the connection of his work with the work of the 
Jewish community. He would like to summarise some of the branches 


of the work [JT irat, in regard to reformatory and industrial schools, 
perbaps the most satisfactory thing he could say about the Jewish 
reforimmatory and industrial schools was that they gavo his Department 
very little trouble, and that was high praise from an official. (Laughter.) 
‘ne great feature of the work of the Jewish indastrial schools, 
was the willingaess with which the Jewish employer came forward 
to give employment to boys trained in those schools. (Hear, hear.) 
Then he came into contact with that particular Association io all kinds 
of rescue work in connection with the new Central Council for rescue work 
in London, where the Association was represented and pluyed au active 
part. In all ite branches of work he cams into contact with their able and 
indefatigabie Secretary, Mr. Cohen. Waoen he (Mc. Hirris) went from 
London to Geneva and took.a sort of busman’s holiday, he found Mr. 
Cohen engaged in the samo task. He thought the Jewish Association 
was able to give great help to the Loague of Nations, because it had 
agents throughout the world in all ite most important contres where the 
traffic in women was likely to be carried on, and from its experience 
was able to make a valuable contribution to the other efforts. Jime 
would not permit him to say more, but he thought that he had 
said enough to assure those present that the work they were doing 
was worth doing and deserved the warmest support, and he hoped the 
result of that gathering would be to place the officials of the Jewish 
Association in a position of being entirely free from anxiety ae to thelr 
tioancia! position in the (Cheers. ) 


Mr. Hillier Holt. 


Mr. Hittiger Hot, the Treasurer, said that up to the time they 
entered the room they had collected £7,460 1fs. 5d. That sum wan 
obtained from about 1,200 people, or just over 6 per cent. of those to 
whom the appeal was addressed. He did not propose to individualise the 
donations, but gifts had come from as far as British Columbia, and even 
the previous day a contribution came from Bulawayo in Kbodesia. The 
appeal wae only issned six weeks ago, 80 there was still time for 
replies to come in. During the progress of the appeal they had 
recszived a very genero:s and welcome windfall in the shape of an 
allocation from the executors of the late Mr. Alfred de Rothschild, 
viz, a sum of £2,900, which wade a total of £10,480 lh'31 51, An 
additional sum of £1 2s5 les. €1. collected in the room made the total 
income £11,766 164.

Another 
offsr had bsen made by a gentleman, who remained anonymous, of £100, 
providel nineteen others would follow his brilliant example He had 
an offer of £100 and another of £250 from two gentlemen who made 
no conditions whatever, but hoped that those preseut wou'd respond to 
their endeavour, and be hoped that those present wonld help to make 
the full amouat of the results of the appoal £15,000, which was the task 
they had set before themseives. The total so far was £12,(00, and he 
still wanted £2,500.

They did, 
however, know somethiog about the Chairman. They koew thao 
he was a distinguished Jow ania distinguished Eaglisimas: He wasa 
man who had gained the respect of the vast majority of his couutrymea, 
who had gained the respect to the House of Commons, and who had 
gained a position of distinct eminence ac champion ofall causes that ho 
advocated in the namaoc! humanity. Hs was Chatrman of the British 
Legion, which showed what sort of a min he was and what the people 
thought of him. (Cheers.) He(Mr. Green) gave th m the toast of the 
Chairman, and coupled with itthe name of bie wife, whom they were 
vory pleased to see present.

My Dean Covsiy, 
Once again my note-book has furnished me with a number of 
curiosities, which I hope will interest you too. 

My first fad will probably be of great assistance to those who are 
demanding equal rights for men and womenin the synagogue. Wiatever 
rights a woman may not possess in the Synagogue, there is no question 
bat that she may be “calied up” on Sabbaths. The Shuilcian Aruch lays 
There is not the least room for doubt, since later commentators say that, 
ot course, all the seven should not bs womon, x), but 
one may be. Here is the ecclesiastical law as piain saa pikestaff. Ifl 
recollect aright, the words in the text of the Shu/chan Arve’ are identical 
with those in the Talmud ia “ Megillah.” 

if ademand were made to insert a clause in the amended Coustitation 
of the United Synagogue permitting women to be “ calied up,” that, it 
would seem, could not possibly be opposed by even the most punctiliously 
orthodox. What more could they ask for than the support of the 
Shutchan Aruch? 1 wonder whether there are any ladies ia the com- 
munity so keen con women's rights as to put forward a demand to be 
“called up” to the Torah om Sabbaths? What would happen if such a 
claim were put forward? I suppose, in the first place, it would bo flatly 
refused, with the explanation that if the Shu’chan Aruch allows such a 
course, it is out of accord with popular opinion, or with the needs of the 
time. Such an explanation would be proof positive that even the wost 
thorough-goiog devotees of the Codes do not abide by every law, but pick 
and choose to suit their convenience. Oace the principle is established that: 
everyone may pick and choose for himself, where would that lead’ It 
might at least teach people greater tolerance. If one man may pick aud 
choose, so may another. As a matter of fact, do we not all pick and 
choose? Some retain a large amount of the regulations of the Code, and 
call themselves Orthodox. Others retaio only a minimum, and are on 
that account called Reformers. But the difference botween the two is one 
of degree and not of kind. 

The case I have instanced does not stand alone, for I have a second 
curiosity to bring to your notice. The Code Books prescribe rules for the 
training of character, and among other things the ancient teachors com- 
mend humility as a great virtue. Avoid pride, they say. Donotbe filled 
with even the smallest iota of it. Be meek, they say. Let thine 
eyes ever look downward, and thy heart upward. Consider all men as 
greater and worthier than yourself. If a man be more learned in the 
Torab than you are, it is your bounden duty to give himhonour. Butalso 
ifa man is wealthier than you are, you must likewise honour him, following 
: the example of Rav, a third century teacher, whoShowed honour to rich 
men. You should say ia your heart that if Almighty God has given aman 
wealth, it is manifest that be must be worthy ofit. 

Would this last proposition find universal assent to-day’ Should we 
; say that those who acquire wealth by means of “ cornering” the food of 
the people, or by being particularly fortunate on the turf or in Steck 
A

Exchange speculations, have done so because in the sight of God they are 
worthy of it? The fact is, of course, that the statement is thoroughly 
mediwval in character. In olden days men obtained wealth mainly by 
sheer hard work. Those were days when competition was unknown. In 
a general sort of way, from the medieval point of view, the wealthy may 
also have been described as the worthy. To-day, the very opposite is 
probably true. The men who amass fortunes by “big business” are not 
always the worthiestin character. To-day, poets, musicians, philosophers, 
and artists are, on the whole, not what would be termed a wealthy class; 
wealthy is the term that may more properly be applied to those who 
derive advantage from the commercial utilisation of the works of the 
artists and poets and thinkers. The term nouveau riches is a sermon in 
itself. Would the majority of people who use it agree that if God has 
given wealth to the nouveau riches they must be worthy of it? Would it 
not be questioned whether it is God who gave these their wealth ? 

A further point must also not be overlooked. Jews are sometimes 
: accused by their stupid detractors of being the great revolutionaries of 
iJ history. How cana people be written down as revolutionary who held 
| : that property was a gift of God, and that its owners merited honour?

Nevertheless, i: i, 
sound enough, and was adopted during the war period, as when ministers 
of religion were exempted from military service. 

My fourth curiosity is an extract from a sermon of St. Bernari of 
Siena, who flourished between 1350 and litt. He was giving ont to his 
audience what he called ‘“‘truths,’’ and among them four are wort) 
specia! notice. The first “truth” was that “if thou eat or drink with 
Jews (he was, of course, addressing faithful Christians), thou art guilty 
of mortal sin.” His second “ truth” prohibited a sick person from calliny 
in a Jew ia order to obtain healing at his hands. This, too, is charac. 
terised as a mortal sin. His third “truth” forbade Christians to bathe 
in the company of Jews; and his fourth is ‘a counsel of porfection to 
Christian maid-servants, It they serve Jows they likewise are gui ty of 
mortal sin. 

These are the words of a saint in the Calendar. These are the words 
ofone whose business it obviously was to teach not merely that men 
should jove their neighbours, but that they should love their enemies. 
They were uttered in a structure sanctified to a religion which even t) 
day sometimes claims the monopoly of being the religion of love. or is 
it surprising when an ornament of the church advised the ignorant 
masses as to their conduct to Jews, that the rough administrators of 
justice in the Gariy centuries should have differentiated between Jewish 
and other victims. Whenever Jews were executed, they were. up to the 
lith century, always hung head downwards and always between two |o /s. 

The fall story of the sufferings of the Jews in the Middle Ages has 
yet to be written. Already, the evidence that has accumulated tel sa 
sad tale. But it is by no means complete, and perhaps the day wil! dawa 
whon Christians, informed of the story, will not merely ask pardon of 
those who have suffered at their hands, but will mete out to therm the juss 


and fair treatment which istheirdue. Asfor ths Jew, he not only loves bis 


neighbour, but he is taught the supreme daty of forgiving his neighbor.

REPORT OF PROGRESS. 


Ata meeting of the Council of Management, the following ap wint- 
ments were made: Dr. A. G. Levy re-elected Chairman of the (\ \:acil 
and of the House Committee ; Mr. A. M. Cohn, Chairman of the Finance 
Committee; Mr. I. M. Shocket, Chairman of the Joint Branches ( om. 
mittee, with Messrs. A. B. Goldman and H. Rosen as Vice-Chairmen. 
Miss J. Joseph, M.B.E., and Mr. J. Cofman-Nicoresti were c» opted 
members of the Council. 

The Council learned with regret that Mrs. L. J. Greenberg wou! be 
unabie, for private reasons, to serve on the Council this year. Mrs. 
Greenberg has rendered valuable service to the Hospital as a mem!)2r of 
the Council and of the House Committee for sevéral years. 

Mr. I. M. Shocket was appointed representative of the Hospita! on 
the Board of Delegates of the Hospital Saturday Fand. Dr. A. G. 
Levy and Mr. A. M. Cohn were appointed on the Committee for 
the establishment of a Jewish Home of Kest. The resignation of Miss 
L. Kozlovaky and Mr. N. Felix, Hon. Secretaries of Branch No. 1 and 
Branch No. 10 respectively, was received with regret. The appointment 
of Miss Lydia Nathan and Miss D. Maurice in their stead was authorised. 
Dr. Arthur Davies was appointed to the post of Pathologist vice Dr. 
Nabarro who has been appointed Honorary Consulting Pathologist. 

The Counoil have ascertained that it will cost approximately £20,000 
to complete the building of the front block of the Hospital as it was 
originally designed —and to enlarge the Out-patient Department. To this 
sum must be added the costof furniture and eq uipment, so that fully £25,000 
is required in order to provide facilities for the efficient working of the 
Hospital. 

Since the boginning of the year 300 patients (110 medical and 1) 
surgical) have been admitted to the wards. The average daily attend 
ancein the Oat-patient Department onthe five working days exceeds 
200. The authorities of the Stepney Jewish Schools have placed their 
Cookery Class Room at the servics of the Hospita!, free of cost, for the 
Cookery Course for the nurses In training. 

The second Fiag Day will be held on Sunday, July 6th. Tha araa of 
operations this year has been extended, aad, in addition to the East lat. 
will include partof North London. Mrs. L. Leibster has undertaken this part 
of the organisation. The services of a thousand flag sellers are required. 
Those willing to help the hospital by selling flags are requested to com. 
municate with Mr. G. E. Pitt, Secretary, at the Hospital, Stepney Green, 
or with Mrs. Liebster, 12, Park Lane, N.16. 

The scholars of the Stepney Jewish Schools have raised a further sum 
of £112 for the funds by means of a performance of the “ Pirates o! 
Penzance,” and have collected, inaddition,asumof£59. In recognition of 
this, the Council have agreed to name forthwith a cot “ The Stepney Jewish 
Schools” Cot, for which purpose the children have undertaken to raise 
£500. In North Konsington a juvenile society, ths “ Busy Bees,” has been 
formed, and collections from this source will be earmarked for the 
naming of a cot. The “Young Israel” League of the Jewish Chronic’? 
have also sent the third instalment of £100 towards their cot fund. The 
Council are much gratified by the increasing interest taken in the weifare 
of the Hospital by the members of young Jewry. 

The first annual contribution of £50 has been received from Birming: 
ham, through the Beth Hamedrash, and a bed in the surgical ward has 
been named the “Birmingham Bed.” Provision will be made for the 
reception of Birmingham patients who desire to make use of the Hospital. 

The receipt of the award of the Hospital Satarday Fund, amounting 
to £100, was announced, together with that of a farther instalment of 
£1,000 from Mr. Elias Meyer towards bis gift for naming the “fis

DISCUSSION ON “JEWISH PUBLIC SCHOOLS.” | 

A joint debate on the subject of “ The Desirability of Jewish |’ublic 
Schools” was held last Sunday at the Hotel Great Centra), between the 
First Lodge of Eugiand and the -Women’s Auxiliary Lodge. Bro... M. 
Gordon Liverman presided. 

Bro. De. BAMUEL DaAicHes moved: “That Jewish public schodis 
would best serve the edic vtional needs of the Anglo-Jewish community.” 
tle referred to the non-Jewish influencein public schools. He regardeda 
Jewisb house only as a palliative, and thought that no outstanding figure 
in the Anglo-Jewish commupity had been or could be produced from 
public schools. It was not wise for a Jewish youth to be brought upina 
non-Jewish environment in his most impressionable years. His associa- 
tion with the outside world could take place in later years and with little 
detriment to his Jewishness. 

Mrs. ALEX J. COHEN, who opposed, urged that Jewish houses counter- 
acted any non-Jewish influence in the schools. In her opinion boys 
attending purely Jewish schools would becoffie segregated. ‘That there 
was no demand for such Jewish schools was evidenced by the fact that 
Sir Robert Waley Coben had invited parents who would like to send their 
children to a Jewish public school to communicate with him, but no one 
bad replied. She further pointed out the diflicuity that would arise as to 
the form of Judaism that would be taught. She quoted the former head- 
master of Clifton, who advocated either a Jewish house in a public school 
or the visit of a Jewish tutor to such schoo! 

The Rev. A. A. GREEN, who supported the motion, said that he was 
entirely against the idea of boarding schools. He felt that the home was 
the place where children should be taught. He was against the vicarious 
parental care children were undergoing in a boarding schoo!. It was not 
fair to put little children intothe fight in a non-Jewish environment. Ata 
mature age they could take care of themselves. He was not afraid of the 
argument that Jewish public schools would render the pupils segregated. 
Judaism itself was a form of segregation, and the lofty teachings and 
traditions of Judaism could best be taught in a Jewish school. 

Bro. A. WEINER, M.A., expressed the opinion that there was no per- 
manence in a Jewish house. If established by one headmaster there was 
nothing to prevent a Jewish house being abolished by a successor. 
Parents sent children to public schools, not so much for education, bat in 
order to imbibe the traditions of the school, and this did not existina 
Jewish public school. 

Bro. F. 8. SPIERS, B.Sc., thought a Jewish pubiic school possibie 
only in Palestine. If Jewish schools were to be established, why not a 
specifically Jewish University? There would be no homogeneity in the 
Jewish teaching at a Jewish school. ; 

The discussion was continued by Bro. Habam Dr. M. Gaster, Mrs. A. 
Jackson, Mrs. M. Epstein, and Bros. Dr. A. R. Abelson, L. Elton, and Dr. 
J. Snowman.andthe Chairman. Mrs. Alex. J.Cohen and Bro, Dr. Samuel 
Daiches replied to the points raised in the discussion. 

A meeting of the lodge was held at the Hotel Great Central, on 
Sunday afternoon. The President, Bro. M. Gordon Liverman was in the 
chair. Messrs. Aaron Jackson, Percy Philip Levy, aud Julius Solomon were 
initiated.

CCXL.—Curiosities. 


My Dear Covsin, 

Oace again my note-book has furnished me with a number of 

curiosities, which I hope will interest you too. 

My first fad will probably be of great assistance to those who are 
demanding equal rights for men and women in the synagogue. Whatever 
rights a woman may not possess in the Synagogue, there is no 4 iestion 
but that she may be “called up” on Sabbaths. The Siimu/chan Aruch lays 
this dowm as clearly as TDN 
There is not the least room for doubt, since later commentators say that, 
of course, all the seven should not bs women. ND). but 
one may be. Here is the ecclesiastical law as piain saa pikestaff. If! 
recollect aright, the words in the text of the Shu’chan Aruch are identical 
with those in the Talmud ia “ Megillah.” 

If ademand were made to insert a clause in the amended Coustitation 
of the United Synagogue permitting women to be “calied up,” that, it 
would seem, could not possibly be opposed by even the most punctiliously 
orthodox. What more could they ask for than the support of the 
Shulehan Aruch? 1. wonder whether there are any ladies ia the com- 
munity so keen con women’s rights as to put forward a demand to be 
“ealled up” to the Torah om Sabbaths? What would happen if such a 
claim were put forward? I suppose, in the first place, it would be flatly 
refased, with the explanation that if the Siulchan Aruch allows such a 
course, it is out of accord with popular opinion, or with the needs of the 
time. Sach an explanation would be proof positive that even the most 
thorough-goiog devotees of the Codes do not abide by every law, but pick 
and choose to suit theirconvenience. Once the principle is established that 
everyone may pick and choose for himself, where would that lead’? It 
might at least teach people greater toleramce. If one man may pick aud 
choose, so may another. As a matter of fact, do we not all pick and 
choose’ Some retain a large amount of the regulations of the Code, and 
call themselves Octhodox. Others retain only a minimum, and are ou 
that account called Reformers. But the difference between the two is one 
of degree and not of kind. 

‘The case I have instanced does not stand alone, for I have a second 
curiosity to bring to your notice. The Code Books prescribe rules for the 
training of character, and among other things the ancient teachors com- 
mond bumility as a great virtue. Avoid pride, they say. Donot be flied 
with even the smallest iota of it. Be meek, they say. Let thine 
eyes ever look downward, and thy heart upward. Consider all men as 
greater and worthier than yourself. If a man bo more learned in the 
Torah than you are, it is your bounaden duty to give himhonour. Butalso 
ifa man is wealthier than you are, you must likewise honour him, following 
the example of Rav, a third century teacher, whoshowed honour to rich 
meno. You should say ia your heart that if Almighty God has given aman 
wealth, itis manifest that be must be worthy of it. TAs 
(725 NTT NOMS. 

Would this last proposition find universal assent to-day’ Should we 
say that those who acquire wealth by means of “cornering ” the food of 
the people, or by being particularly fortunate on the turf or in Steck 
Exchange speculations, have done so because in the sight of God they are 
worthy of it? The fact is, of course, that the statement is thoroughly 
medieval in character. In olden days men obtained wealth mainly by 
sheer hard work. Those were days when competition was unknown. In 
a genera! sort of way, from the medieval point of view, the wealthy may 
also have been described as the worthy. To-day, the very opposite is 
probably true. The men who amass fortunes by “big business” are not 
always the worthiestin character. To-day, poets, musicians, philosophers, 
and artists are, on the whole, not what would be termed a wealthy class; 
wealthy is the term that may more properly be applied to those who 
derive advantage from the commercial utilisation of the works of the 
artists and poets and thinkers. The term nowveausr riches is a sermon in 
itself. Would the majority of people who use it agree that if God has 
given wealth to the nouveau riches they must be worthy of it? Would it 
not be questioned whether it is God who gave these their wealth ? 

A further point must also not be overlooked. Jews are sometimes 
accused by their stupid detractors of being the great revolutionaries of 
history. How cana people be written down as revolutionary who held 
that property was a gift of God, and that its owners merited honour? 

My third curiosity is not without its comic element. Oace again 
I draw on the Shuichan Aruch which, in laying down rules for the treatment 

of learned men, provides that where the Government ofa city demands 
labour from the citizens for the purpose of defence, as, for example, the 
building of walls or towers, Jewish scholars were not to be allowed to go 
out with ordinary mortals totake part in this work. Why? “ They 
do not need protection, for the Torah that is in them is their protection,” 
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TN) The principle behind such 
regulation is certainly admirable ; if boars testimony to the fact thas 
among Jews learning was tishiy honoured.

REPORT OF PROGRESS. 


Ata meeting of the Council of Management. tho following ap) int- 
ments were made: Dr. A. G. Levy re-elected Chairman of the 
and of the House Committee ; Mr. A. M. Cohn, Chairman of the Fininoce 
Committee; Mr. I. M. Shocket, Chairman of the Jolut Branches ( om. 
mittee, with Messrs. A. B. Goldman and H. Rosen as Vice-Chairmen. 
Miss J. Joseph, M.B.E., and Mr. J. Cofman-Nicoresti were c).oted 
members of the Council. 

The Council learned with regret that Mrs. L. J. Greenberg wou! be 
unabie, for private reasons, to serve on the Council this year. Mrs. 
Greenberg has rendered valuable service to the Hospita! as a meim!)2: of 
the Council and of the House Committee for several years. 

Mr. I. M. Shocket was appointed representative of the Hospita! oa 
the Board of Delegates of the Hospital Saturday Fond Dr. A. G. 
Levy and Mr. A. M. Cohn were appointed on the Committee for 
the establishment of a Jewish Home of Kest. The resignation of Miss 
L. Kozlovaky and Mr. N. Felix, Hon. Secretaries of Branch No. fr and 
Branch No. 10 respectively, was received with regret. The appointment 
of Miss Lydia Nathan and Miss D. Maurice in their stead was authorised. 
Dr. Arthur Davies was appointed to the post of Pathologist vice Di. 
Nabarro who has been appointed Honorary Consulting Pathologist. 

The Counoil have ascertained that it will cost approximately £20.00) 
to complete the building of the front block of the Hospital as it was 
originally designed —and to enlarge the Out-patient Department. To this 
sum must be added the costof furniture and eq uipment, so that fully £25,000 
— required in order to provide facilities for the efficient working of the 

ospital. 

Since the boginning of the year 500 patients (110 medica! and 1) 
surgical) have been admitted to the wards. The average daily attend. 
ance iu the Oat-patient Department onthe five working days exceeds 
200. The authorities of the Stepney Jewish Schools have placed their 
Cookery Class Room at the servics of the Hospita!, free of cost, for the 
Cookery Course for the nurses in training. 

The second Fiag Day will be held on Sunday, July 65h. Th2 arar of 
operations this year has been extended, aad, in addition to the East ! ai. 
will include partof North London. Mrs. L. Leibster has undertaken this part 
of the organisation. The services of a thousand flag sellers are required. 
Those willing to help the hospital by selling flags are requested to com 
municate with Mr. G. E. Pitt, Secretary, at the Hospital, Stepney Green, 
or with Mrs. Liebster, 12, Park Lane, N.16. 

The scholars of the Stepney Jewish Schools have raised a further sum 
of £112 for the funds by means of a performance of the “Pirates o! 
Penzance,” and have collected, in addition,asumof £59. In recognition of 
this, the Council have agreed to name forthwith a cot “ The Stepney Jew su 
Schools” Cot, for which purpose the children have undertaken to raise 
£500. In North Konsington a juvenile society, ths “ Busy Bees,” has beoz 
formed, and collections from this source will be earmarked for the 
naming of a cot. The “Young Israel” League of the Jewish Chronic’? 
have also sent the third instalment of £100 towards their cot fund. The 
Council are much gratified by the increasing interest taken in the we' fare 
of the Hospital by the members of young Jewry. ; 

The first annual contribution of £50 has been received from Birming: 
ham, through the Beth Hamedrash, and a bed in the surgical ward bas 
been named the “Birmingham Bed.” Provision will be made for the 
reception of Birmingham patients who desire to make use of the Hospital. 

The receipt of the award of the Hospital Satarday Fund, amounting 
to £100, was announced, together with that of a farther instalment of 
£1,000 from Mr. Elias Meyer towards bis gift for naming the b.use 
Meyer ” Ward. 

The Ladies’ Aid Association have forwarded a first instalment © 
£126 143. 64. towards the naming of a bed in thename of the Association’.

A.tfall 
repert of this gathering appeared in lash woek's Jewish | orld, and not- 
withstanding recent publicly expressed differences between the ‘Order 
Acnei Brith and the Association there was no ri crimination, and dclegates 
were led into more conciliatory channels uoder the leadership of their 
President. Sic Stuart said that what had happened was not of supreme 
importance except that it meant a serious deciine in the Friendly Soc ety 
spirit. He bad always regarded the Association as meaning that the 
«trong and the weak should combine, no one overriding the other ; and it 
wa | to be hoped that the ideal, now departed from, would be re-established , 
-~o that it could be shown that the Association sought the benefit ofall 
and not the benefit of one. The policy and proceedings of the Associa. 
tion, proceeded Sir Stuart, bad met with uoanimous approval, and that 
body was receiving accessions from those who formerly held aloof. 

The dioner held by the Order Achei Ameth in celebration of its 
annual Copference on Suaday wasthe occasion of an exceedingly friendly 
«speech from Mr. Harry Gosling, M.P., the Minister of Transport, who 
with Mr. J. Sanlight, M.P. (a son of Sponsors of Achei Ameth Lodges) 
was one of the guests of the evening. Mr. Gosling’s speech is fully 
reported in yesterday's Jewish \Vorld. He said he represented .more 
Jews than anybody and considered it a great compliment to be called 
MP. for Palestine. He had tried to get recognition for the people called 
aliens. People had been in this couatry for years and years and were 
still called and stamped aliens. Mr. Gosling mentioned that he had come 
across a girl to whom he had once presented prizes and who, because she 
bad married an alien, had to report to the police when she wanted to go 
for aholiday. Being in a minority the Government was in a difficnuity, 
but it was tucning itself to this question which bappened to |)> a party 
question in the House, and he had the assurance of the Home Secretary 
that the Department was speeding-up. Some constituents bad been in 
this country all their lives, but their parents were still aliens because of 
the difficulty of getting the authorities to realise their worth. Nevershe- 
less, unemployment and trade had to be considered, and the Government 
must be careful not to allow large numbers to come here; but it was 


avother matter when people had b3en here for years, had raised families, — 


and paid ratesandtaxes There was thegreatest diMioulty in getting aliens’ 
rights recognised for insurance purposes—-a matter in which the lriendly 
Societies were interested. Mr. Gosling conciuied with a reference to 
the Jewish power of uoiting to voice grievances, and urged Jewish 
organisations to present concrete proposals. |

DISCUSSION ON “JEWISH PUBLIC SCHOOLS.” 

A joint debate on the subject of “ The Desirability of Jewish |’ablic 
Schools” was held last Sunday at the Hotel Great Centra), between the 
First Lodge of Eugland and the-\Women’s Auxiliary Lodge. Bro..M. 
Gordon Liverman presided. 

Bro. De. SAMUEL DAICHES moved: “That Jewish public schoois 
would best serve the ediuc «tional needs of the Anglo-Jewish community.” 
tle referred to the non-Jewish intluencein public schools. He regardeda 
Jewisb house only as a palliative, and thought that no outstandiog figure 
in the Anglo-Jewish commupity had been or could be produced from 
public schoojis. It was not wise for a Jewish youth to be brought up ina 
non-Jewish environment in his most impressionable years. His associa- 
tion with the outside world could take place in later years and with little 
detriment to his Jewishness. 

Mrs. ALEX J. COHEN, who opposed, urged that Jewish houses counter- 
acted any non-Jewish influence in the schools. In her opinion boys 
attending purely Jewish schools would becoffie segregated. ‘That there 
was no demand for such Jewish schools was evidenced by the fact that 
Sir Robert Waley Cohen had invited parents who would like to send their 
children to a Jewish public school to communicate with him, but no one 
bad replied. She further pointed out the diflicuity that would arise as to 
the form of Judaism that would be taught. She quoted the former head- 
master of Clifton, who advocated either a Jewish house in a public school 
or the visit of a Jewish tutor to such schoo! 

The Rev. A. A. GREEN, who supported the motion, said that he was 
entirely against the idea of boarding schools. He felt that the home was 
the place where children should be taught. He was against the vicarious 
parental care children were undergoing in a boarding school. It was not 
fair to put little children intothe fight in a non-Jewish environment. Ata 
mature age they could take care of themselves. He was not afraid of the 
argument that Jewish public schools would render the pupils segregated. 
Judaism itself was a form of segregation, and the lofty teachings and 
traditions of Judaism could best be taught in a Jewish school. 

Bro. A. WEINER, M.A., expressed the opinion that there was no per- 
manence in a Jewish house. If established by one headmaster there was 
nothing to prevent a Jewish house being abolished by a successor. 
Parents sent children to public schools, not so much for education, but in 
order to imbibe the traditions of the school, and this did not exist in a 
Jewish public school. 

Bro. F. §. SPIERS, B.Sc., thought a Jewish public school possibie 
only in Palestine. If Jewish schools were to be established, why not a 
specifically Jewish University? There would be no homogeneity in th 
Jewish teaching at a Jewish school. : ; 

The discussion was continued by Bro. Habam Dr. M. Gaster, Mrs. A. 
Jackson, Mrs. M. Epstein, and Bros. Dr. A. R. Abelson, L. Elton, and Dr. 
J. Snowman, andthe Chairman. Mrs. Alex. J.Cohen and Bro, Dr. Samuel 
Daiches replied to the points raised in the discussion. 

A meeting of the lodge was held at the Hotel Great Centra!, on 
Sunday afternoon. The President, Bro. M. Gordon Liverman was in the 
chair. Messrs. Aaron Jackson, Percy Philip Levy, and Julius Solomon were 
initiated. Messrs. M. Rubenstein and Councillor Arthur Howitt were elected 
brethren of the Lodge. Certain amendments in the Constitution were 
made. The Chairman re on a communication received from the 
Lodge in Salonika. The meeting confirmed the permanent engagement 
of a room at the Hotel Great Central where brethren could meet every 
Sunday. Arrangements were also discussed with reference to affording 
hospitality to foreign brethren of the Lodge visiting London for the 
Wemtley Exhibition.

Great Synagogue Guild for Social Service. 


ANNUAL MEETING. 

The annua! weeting of the Guild, which was preceded by a reception, 
was held last Sunday in the Great Synagogue tial. 

Mr. ERNSr ScHIFr, M.B.E., the Chairmau, who presided, read the 
annual report of which the following is an abstract: 

for a louy time it was felt that an organisation ought to be created to foster 
among the members of the Synagogue a apirit of fellowship aad communal 
responsibility. It was hoped that through a movement of that kind the 
members of the * Cathedral’ Synagogue would be alive to the fact that they 
must give a leat in cougregationa! work, and that through co-operation and a 
more intimate knowledge of ope avother they wonid work towether, not only in 
the interests of the Synayogus, the immediate neighbourhood in wyich toeir 
influence always ought to have made itself feit, bat further afield by helping 
the secial work and commuual tnstitutions of the whole of London. Through 
the services of Mr. l.. Deyong, aa emelgamation of the Ladies’ Guild with the 
Social Guild waa brought about; the pew arrangement is working extremely 
well. The (ireat Syuagogue boys’ Circle was initiated by the Rev. 
Mayerowitsch for the purpose of helping the religious and social needs of the 
sons of the members of the synagogue. and the Committee expresses ita 
gratitude to Mr. Maverowitsch for his devotion. The Committee regret to state 
that rt is wot recetving the support of the seatboiders in general. The report 
concludes with a tribute to the Hou. Secretary, Mr. Mendelowitch. 

The CHAIRMAN said that it had been a difficult task for the Committee 
to stimulate the interest which they had hoped might be stimalated 
among the members. That Synagogue, with the position it held iu the 
community, ought to do far more than it did. He appealed to the 
members to help Mr. Mayerowltsch, and paid a tribute to the good Work 
rendered to the Guild by the Rev. A. A. Green. 

The Rev. A. A. GREEN said that the Chairman had asked what was 
wrong with the movement that it had not fulfilled all their hopes and 
expectations. His (Mr. Green's) view of the watter was that in their 
community it was not the beginning, but the carrying on, that was difi- 
cult. He hoped that Mr. Mayerowitsch woul! be supported because he 
(Mr. Green) still believed that there was much material for workers with 
an earnestness aul capacity in that part of London. 

Mr. C, M. SHAW said that he thought that the guild bad done very well. 

The Rev. H. MAYEROwIrscH said that he had tried to get the youog 
boys away from the picture palaces and to draw them to the Synagogue. 
About 150 attended, and a lecture was delivered each week on some 
educational subject. He expressed his thanks to the Chairman and the 
Rev. A. A. Greeu for encouragement.

J. Mendelowitch, George A. Cohen, and A. Levy.

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Shepherd's Bush Synagogue. 


CONSECRATION BY DAYAN FELDMAN. 


The new Synagogue at la, PoplarGrove, Shepherd's Bush Road, was 
opened on Thursday of last week, by Lord Swaythling (who was presented 
with a gold key by Mr. J. Winkler, tht President), and consecrated by 
Dayan A. Feldman, B.A. A guard of honour was farnished by the 
Hawmersmith Company of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade. 

The service was ¢ nducted by the Rev. M. Brown, assisted by tho 
choic of the Hammersmith Synagogue, under the direction of Mr. Li, 
Bhoot. A procession of scroll bearers entered the Synagogue while the 
choir saug Baruch Hatbaand Ma Tobu. 

Dayan FeuomMAaN delivered a sermon, in the course of which he said 
that that was the third milestone in the march of progress of that 
congregation. Started cleven years ago as a private Minyan, at The 
Lawn, that congregation moved to Providence Piace, and fAnaily 
to that beautiful house of prayer which they were consecrating. 
Verily in the words of Scripture thoy had gone from strength 
to strength. Now that they had completed their marchings and 
their wanderings and had established themselves in that permanent 
place, their task was only just beginning in earnest. very one 
of them shou'd bring their contributions in heart and mind and soul, 
go that that synagogue, to which was adjoined a school, should become 
one of jife and activity, of inspiration and hope, for men and women both 
young andold. The builders bad erected that commodious house, and it 
rested with their members to turn that bouse into a House of God. He 
appealed to them to attend that synagogue on all occasions, and not to 
rogard it as merely a holiday resort for periodic inspection, but to come 
there io joy and in sorrow, in success and in difficulty. They must induce 
their children also to come and pray there, because the great privilege of 
Jews was that they particularly looked after the education and the religious 
training of theirchildren. Thesynagogue was calieda 75337 13, a house 
ofassembly. It inculcated the apirit of unity and fellowship. From it must 
radiate all kinds of Jewish activity. But its greatest function was to 
iofiuence, to colour, and direct their everyday ordinary life. , 

- Lord SwWAYTHALING addrossed the gathering. 

Bir STUART M. Samue., Chairman of the Building Committee, in 
proposing a vote of thanks to Lord Swaythling and Dayan Feldmin, said 
shat the synagogue was the outcome of local effort and cost £5,000; 
£1,5000 had beea provided by the congregation and there was a debt 
of £1,500, which included £1,000 advanced by the Fedoration of Syna 
gogaes. He appealed to the parents to show their children an example 
fa their homes, 

Tho Rev. G. Kirsner, in aeconding the motion, appealed to the 
mombers to help the synagogae #0 that it became an everlasting monument 

Mr. J. WINKLER proposed, and Mr D PLOTZ&ER seconded a vote of 
thanks to the Mayor and Mayoross of Hammersmith, Mr. Isidore Salmon, 
L.C.C., Sir Stuart Samuel, and to the visitors. 

The Mayor, in reply, said that he and the Mayoress were picased to 
be present and take part in that very important and moving ceremony. 
Hie congratu'ated the members who had worked so hard for that syna.- 
gogue. He paid a tribute to the Jewish community of that borough, 
because whonever he appealed to them for assistahce towards charitable 
objocts they had never failed him. He hoped that they wou!'d collect the 
balance of theic debtandifthe Mayoressand he could be of any assistance 
ln raising tliat money, they would not fail the congregation. (Cheers.)

he meeting of members was held on Monday at the Beth 


Hamedrash, Mulberry Street. Lord SwAYTHLING, President and Trea.

During the year, says the report, 109 Milahs were performed—325 at 
public institutions, and 4tia the homes of applicants. The number of 
Cases necessifatiag grants has been a heavy Grain on the Society's already 
inadejuate income, and it has been found impossible to increase the 
grant. As the result of an examination in the performance of Jilahk 
swelve pupils were awarded the Society's certificate. Candidates, after 
passing the sucgical part of the examination, have to satisfy the [eth 
Din as to their knowledge of the Dinim with regard to Milah before a 
certificate is issued. The financial position gives rise to considerable 
anxiety. There was a deficit of £230. The support from the London and 
Provincial congregations was practically the same as in the previous year. 
The Committee aro grateful to those who have contributed, but think it 
is only fair to look to the Provinces to supply a portion of the cost of 
Carrying on tke work of the Society, for the reason that practically all 
Mohelim in the Provinces had been trained by the [nitiation Society. 
The Committee tenders its sympathy to the families of the late Dr. 
Gustave Michael and Mr. M. Abrahams. 3 

DAYAN FELDMAN gaid that the Society was more than a 
charitable organisation, it was areligious organisation. It was satisfactory 
to note that three medical officers had become certified Mohelim, andthat 
Shere had been no complaints with rogard to the proper carrying out of 
the rite of Vsiah.

The Treasures of Darkness. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK, 


Specially written for the “Jewish Chronicle.” 


T will give thee the treasures of darkness.’ —Isaiah 2. 


Darkness in the natural world has its treasures. Truly the light is 
aweet, and a pleasant thing it is for the eyes to behold the sun, ana 
we shrink from the shortening days and the approaching night. int 
when the sun withdraws, the moon and stars appear, and they give us 
anew conceptions of the vastness and glory of the heavens. If there were 
no night, there would be nothing, or next to nothing, in the way of 
astronomical science. We shouldbe ignorant of the constellations, the 
planets, the meteors, the comets, the nebulae, as well as the starry 
distanc as and spaces, and the evolution of worlds and systems. The 
light of day reveals much, but it conceals quite as much as it reveals. 
and the night, which seems to us to conceal so much, and which we 
regard with dread, reveals a great deal more than it conceals. For those 
who can take advantage of the high opportunities which it presents to 
them, the night shineth as the day. But the treasures of the darkvess 
of the natural world are typical of the treasures of darkness in the mora! 
and spiritual worlds. 


First, there are the treasures of the darkness of adversity. We al! 
rejoice when the sun of prosperity shines upon us, and we hope and pray 
that it shall never set. But sooner or later our sky becomes clouded. 
and the darkness of adversity falls upon us. The most successful carver 
has its failures, reverses, defeats. And this is well, for prosperity has 
its risks and dangers for us all. When we find everything to our mind 
and our plans and purposes succeed up to the measure of our 
expectation, or beyond it, and our possessions increase, and life becomes 
oasy for us, then we are apt to becomeself-confident, proud, hard, and 
unsympathetic towards our neighbour, and forgetful of God. But God 
disarravges our plans, checks our progress, deprives us of this or the other 
thing on which we had set our heart, and makes our way difficult for us. 
{ustead of walking in the sunshine, we walk in darkness, and have no 
light. and at first we are cast down and in despair. [sat the darkness 
constrains us to think, it lets us know ourselves better than we can do in 
the busy, distracting, garish day, and shuts us up with God, as tho 
atrength of our heart and our everlasting portion. I¢ seems that tho 
distance to which signals can be transmitted by night, by wirelcss 
telegraphy, is greatly in excess of that possible by day, and that the bes 
comuditions for signalling are a cloudy sky at both sending and receiving 
stations. Certainly we never send out our cry to God for help so sipcere'y 
and earnestly as we do in the dark and clondy day of misfortune and 
defeat, and never does the answer come back to us with greater rapidity 
and effectiveness. Thus our temporal loasos and disappointments resolvo 
themselves into spiritual gains; and when we find that adversity makes 
as more sympathetic, and more dependent upon God, we thank Him, and 
we realise why He has created the darkness as well as the light. 


We must all pass through the darkness of trouble and sorrow, avd 
that not necessarily at any fixed or stated time. The night of darkness 
and sorrow may darken life's bright morning, or its noontide hours, or 
its evening time. But whenever and however trouble and sorrow come, 
they do not come to cast down and wound and destroy, but to lift up and 
heal and save. if they are rightly worked at and dealt with, they will 
bring the richest blessing in their train. Night comes down uron us, and 
we shrink from the deepening darkness, but then the myriads of stars 
shine out. In like manner, the night of trouble and sorrow comes on, and 
fills us with dismay and fear. But as the shadows decpo2n, certain 
heavenly realities, hitherto unnoticed, flash upon our souls, and we enter 
into certain uplifting experiences of which we had neverdreamed. Dark. 
ness and trouble and sorrow reveal to us the sympathy and love of God. 
We do not know till we are constrained by our sorrows to seek comfort in 
God, how close He can come to us, how rich and tender His mercies can 
be, how perfectly He can meet the wants of our complex and intricate 
nature. We see an illustration of this same thing in our relations with 
our fellow men. Our troubles and sorrows are a wonderful help to us in 
giving us a better knowledge of our friends, and attaching us more 
closely to them. False friends, in such circumstances, stand aloof 
from us or fail us. But a friend in need is a friend indeed. Our 
troubles and sorrows show us Low true our true friends are. Till 
loss and bereavement overtook us, we never knew how loving and 
sympathetic they could be. In the same way, our trouble and sorrow, 
when we seek comfort for them in God, give us a new and priceless 
revelation of God. Thoy show us what a wealth of compassion there is 
in His heart for us, what tenderness all unsuspected before. 


The darkaess of the futare has its treasures also. Of course, the 
future is noé all darkness. Wecan, to a certain extent, forecast the yoars. 
We can form plans which by and by, we may reasonably expect to see 
fulfilled. We can make provision for what is before us, and our foresight 
will in due time be justified. But, after all,the future is largely hidden 
from our sight. There is an elementin it which defies our calculations 
and upsets our plans We know not what a day may bring forth. Health 
may give place to sickness, wealth to poverty, ease and comfort to pain 
and trial, joy to sorrow. Those on whose sympathy and love we depend 
may bo taken from us. For all of us the fature is enshrouded in darkness. 
And yet it isan incalculable blessing that it is so. God, in His infinite 
mercy, has hung this veil over the coming days because, if we knew 
what the changes and chanoes of life were to be, we would refuse to face 
them, or at least we would walk in continual fear while they were in 
prospect. Weare protected by our ignorance of what lies before us. 
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A LAND OF PROMISE FOR RABBIS.

If one were seeking the “ golden road to Samarkand” for Rabbis, the 
obvious suggestion would bo America. For undoubtedly they flourish 
shere like the green bay tree, aud their circle of influence widens and 
progresses like the circulation of an American newspaper, the radio, or 
the ever increasing power of the Jew himself in that land of untold 
resourc? and vast potentiality. 

In recent years the Rabbiuate has acquired a now and vital significance. 
Partly, this may be due to the attitude of the Rabbis themselves towards 
the perplexing and important problems of everyday existence—partly to 
the'quality of men being attracted to the pulpit. 

There can be no doubt to-day of the serious attitude of students 
entering into aud emerging from the Hebrew Theological Seminaries all 
through the United States, nor of the reverence with which they regard 
their calling or the intensity with which they approach it. The common 
sense of the situation Is that theological students are impressed with the 
need of making their calling part and parcel of day by day existence, 
and that they bring to it a keen and proportionate sense of the “ fitness 
of things.” 

So we have scattered through all ths cities of the United States 
brilliant, resourceful, practical young moa; scholars as well as students 
of conditions: economical, social, spiritual. 

In the pulpit, as well as in their daily contacts, they realise that 
Religion cannot, dare not, be a thing apart, but must be of man's whole 
oxistence—that in the baffling and perplexing problems of modern life one 
has need for a workaday philosophy, which can be utilized very day and 
overy hour, and that religion dare not be a Sabbath raiment to be donnod 
on holiday occisions, but one which must ba in readiness, daily, for the 
fray. 

This knowledge on the part of the Rabbis, in general, and this desire to 
mingle in and ba a part of people's lives, seem to me to be one of the 
principal factors of their success. Gone are the days when a “ weak 
brother” or a “maiden in distress,” hesitated to approach the minister 
with a frank statement of their trouble and a plea for guidance. Gone 
are the days of subterfuge; for life ia all its pitilessness, the searing 
havoc of its economic situations, must have need of wise counsel for 
faltering youths, in order successfully to avoid the chasms. Life, in all 
its intricacy, demands to-day a preacher, a teacher, a philosopher, a 
friend with vision inthe pulpit, to whom one may go, as to a brother, 
and with whom one cain face life at its worst. In men such as these, 
with breadth of vision, and with earnestness and ripe experience, the 
American pulpit abounds. It contains men who have thoughtfully folded 
back the fly-leaf, the cover design on the book of living, who can plange 
without hesitation into the contents of au existence which is bat the 
aftermath of a world, war-worn, torn, and tronbled. 

And the great congragations in the U aited States show their gratitude 
in substantial form to theirleaders. A statement of salaries, emoluments, 
and lavish gifts would read like a page from the Court records ofa Prince of 
Bagdad. Tor one cannot begin to estimate the tokens with which large 
congrégations are for ever endowing their Rabbis 

fa New York, Rabbis Schulman, Nathan Krass, Stephen Wiss, and 
Eaelow, among others, are ay powerful as potentates in their especial 
domains. In Boston, Harry Leviis accorded an audience of fifteen huadred 
persons weekly. He is asked to lecture at Harvard and other U niversities, 
his sermons are broadcasted on the Kadio; and he is shown every honour 
which an affectionate audience and attentive city can accord him. In 
Baltimore, Morris Lazaron climbs steadily up, holding a position of 
importance with his congregation and in civic life. And in Cleveland, 
Abba Hillel Silver, the brilllant young Damosthenes of Judaism, has but 
recently had a million dollar Temple erected for him, has been presented 
with a handsome home, as well a3 an automobile, and all the accessories 
such as any person could dosire. In addition, Rabbi Silver holds a place 
of rare importance in the City Council of Cleveland, and is constantly being 
called upon for trans-continental tours, for important addresses in the 
larger cities, while lecture courses are extended to him in many colleges. 
His career, which is at present only at its beginning, bids fairto rival that 
of the great ecclesiastics of any country, or at any time in the history 
of Judaism. 

Synagogues ia many parts of the United States are constantly being 
built and rebuilt. In a number of cities these Temples vie, for beauty of 
architecture, with any public building; and for splendour of decoration 
and lavishness of constraction are often without rival Their vestry 
rooms serve as comfortable social centres, mauy of them being equipped 
with stages for holiday plays, valuable libraries, and numberless com. 
mittee rooms. The inflaence of the synagogus, bscause of its very close 
attention to the social and cultural needs of congregational life, increases 
yoarly. 

We cain tracs this achievament directly agiin to breadth of view. 
point. The synagogue and the pulpit form a rostrum in America from which 
focial, civic, and economic problems can be discussed. Their platforms 
and small stages form a background for the varied artistic, dramatic or 
literary talents which may be lurking in the youths of the congregations ; 
their committee rooms form meeting places where funds can be raised 
for campaigas of religious or civic interest; aud their pulpits are the 
vantage ground from which ths Ribbi, unhampesred by a narrowness of 
view-point, may, with thse co-oparation of his congregation, discuss any 
or all of the problems which may be confusing or harassing his flock. 

It is, then, not difi:ult to see why, with a horizon uahamperod bya 
restricted tradition, or speech unfettered by fear of criticism, the American 
Rabbi may reach out to the hearts of his people, and donning with 
them the mantle of au uadarstanding and sympathetic faith, go with 
them into the by-paths, the crevices in which perhaps their souls may be 


torn or sunderel; comprehendinagly, and without fear of criticism or 
compromise.

More Rumanian Anti-Semitism. 
Synagogue Attacked. 


[From our Correspondent. | BUCHAKEST. 


Auti-Semitic rioting in Rumania continued with unabated 
intensity during the last week. An attack was made on the 
synagogue at Balasziava, which led to the wounding of over one hundred 
Jews. The disturbances were ultimately quelled by the cfforts of the 
police and the gendarmes. Good work to the same end was done also by 
Professor Pop, who appealed to the rioters to disperse. 

Many attacks on Jews in the trains have also occurred, and railway 

travelling by our coreligionists in Rumania has almost entirely ceased. 
A football match between a Jewish and a non-Jewish team at Temesvar 
led to blows being exchanged. A raid was subsequently made on 
the Jewish quarter. 
- Aninteresting commentary on the anti Semitic rioting is furnished by 
the fact that the well-known banker, Mr. Aristide Blank, who was 60 
severely bandied by Jew baiters some time ago, has decided to prosent to 
the Rumanian cultural orgapisation, the “Ateneum,” a library of 
Rumanian books, which he will maintain at his own oxpense 


The Budapest organ reporta that during the Rumanian national 
festival Fascist students at Cluj searched the compartments of a train, 
and dragged out a number of Jewish passengers. The Jews were 
ilitreated, and one had his throat cat. Two Ramanian Ministers of State 
were in the train, but both the Ministers and the gendarmerie at the 
atation remained passive onlookers. The attacks on the Jewish 
passengers continued during the journey, and two Jews wero killed in 
thetrain. Inthe streets of Ciu) the studeuts assaulted Jewish pedestrians, 
and threw two Jewish students into the river. 


An Anti-Semite Recants. 
— 


New Light on the Beilis Case. 
[From our CONSTANTINOPLE. 


Mr. Bournakine, former literary critic of the Novoye Vrenua, is well 
known among Kussian Jews, who for years suffered from the effects of 
his violent anti Jewish campaign. At the time of the movement of 
Wrangel's White Ariny, Mr Bournakine cdited at Sebastopol a journal 
of which the chief activity iay in the open encouragement of pogroms 
aod anti-Semitic excesses. Mr. Bournakine, who is at present in this 
city, has been seize1—rather tardily—with remorse, and has delivered a 
lecture on the subiect, ‘How I was led to abandon anti Semitism ” 
The lecturer began by recalling his own carly life. The son of a poor 
railway worker io a '!irrainian village inhabited largely by Jews, he was 
indebted to Jews for his education and for material he!pin his early straggies. 
Nevertheless. he adruits that he felt no gratitude to his benefaciors. 
At the Russian higher schools he became an ardent adberent of tho 
anti-Semitic faction, and it was his openly-cxpreased anti-Jewish sentl- 
ments that secured him employment on the editorial ataff of the notorious 
Novoye \remia. “It was thus,” the speakor continued, “ that after the 
sensational Keilis affair lfound myseifin the laboratory for the concoction 
of the faise document on which was to be based tho accusation brought 
against the presumed perpetrators of ritual murder.” Mr. Bournakine 
then went on to discuss, and to abjure, his former published writings. 
He now realises thatif there were a certain number of Jows among the 
Bolsheviks, tha! was no matter for surprise , they had suffered more than 


. non-Jews under the Tsarist régime. What was eurprising was that. after 


all they had endured, they had not attacked their tyrants more violently 
Mr. Bournakioe ended with an appeal to the Jews to co-operate with 
their fellow-Russians to restore to their country its ancient grandeur. A 
movement to that ond was being started among the Russian refugeos in 
Germauy, Czecho-Slovakia, and France. Their motto, be deciared in 
conclusion, must be “ Live and let live.” 

Mr. Bournakine’s address did not meet with the results he had 
anticipated. In addition to a large number of Jewish students, the 
audience included many Monarchists and ['ussian Libera!s, ail of whom, 
however, united in repudiating the speaker. Vrince Miioradovitch, a 
well-known Monarchist, charged the lecturer with committing new base 
ness by his act of treason, which could be no more profitable to his former 
victims than to his former colleagues of the Nationalist Party. A member 
of the Committee of the Jews of Russia deciared that his coroligionista 
could never co-operate with a man whose hands were red with the biood 
of the pogrom victims It is understood that Mr. Bournakine intends to 
publish a brochure under thetitie, “A Russian Journalist's Remorse.” 


The notables of the community met recently in order to considor the 
situation in which the Jews of Turkey are placed in consequence of 
recent legislation. All agreed on the necessity for putting the legal 
atatus of the Chief Rabbinate in harmony with the laws of the new 
Republic—a step which has become urgent in view of the formal declara 
tion of the President on the subject of the suppression of the privileges of 
the Patriarchate. A commission was formed, which wil! consider the 
introduction of economies in the working of the Rabbinate, since the pay-

ment cf various taxes by the Jewish community can no longer be enforced. 
A second commission will consider what reforms are necessary to briny the 
Chtef Rabbinate into aceord with the new laws. It is now defluitely 
decided that for the future the Chief Rabbi of Turkey must occupy bhim- 
self solely with religious questions.

Old Hebrew Congregation. 


The annual meeting was held on Suniay. Mr. Herbert A. Nathan 
presided. Ia moving the adoption of the annual report he mentioned 
that it was the 118th year of the establishment of the congregation. The 
history of the origin of the Manchester community and of the rise and 
progress of the Congregation had been introduced into the report. That 
history should invoke a feeling of pride aud a desire to emulate those 
pioneers of over 109 years ago ia their zeal for their religion. He felt is 
his duty to point out that members generally displayed little interest in 
the affairs ofthe Congregation. The following were some of the matters he 
desired to bring to their notice: The empty synagogue, week by week ; 
the indifference of members when in synagogue towards the decorum 
due to a holy place of worship; the inliffsrence showa to accepting 
Mitzvoth: the difficulty of obtaining Chatani Torah and Bereshith: 
members falling into arrears of seat rentals; the lack of suppor: by 
parents of the Religion Classes; the indifference shown by members in 
not making nominations in connection with the annual elections; lack of 
support on the occasion of a special service for Hospital Sunday; the 
ignoring of various appeals made from the pal pit for charity org tnisations, 
While the manigement had a task to maintain the splendid traditions 
of their faith and of the old Congregation, and did all in their power for 
those objects. members shonid reflect whether they were at the same 
time doing their duty and taking their share, whether they were 
helping to maintain and keep alive their religion, or whether by their 
absolute lack of interest they were not killing it. He paid a tribute to Mr, 
Jerome Jacobs, the past President, and to the staff for their services, 

The motion was seconded by Mr. H. Meyerstone, and adopted. 

The Treasurer, Mr. A. Hershbarg, in moving the adoption of the 
balance-sheet, regretted that it showed a loss on the year’s work. He felt 
that the only solution to deal efficiently with the adverse financial position 
and the overdraft at the bank was to impose an addition to the seat 
rentals. The following were re-elected: Messrs. Herbert A. Nathan, 
President; Albert A. Benjamin, Vice-President; Henry Lichtenstein, 
Warden; Alfred Hershberg, Treasurer; J. Goldsmith, Israel Simons, 
and John L. Levien, Auditors; D. Cohen, L. Davis, A. Hershberg, N. 
Laski, J.P., and L. Marks, Delegates to the Shechita Board. Mesars, 
8. Adler, S. Frankenstein, and W. Myerstone were el«cted members of the 
Burial Board. A committee of thirteen was also elected.

Jewish Students’ Association.

day evening. Rabbi Mattuck delivered an address on “ Liberal Judaism.” 
He showed how ia some matters Liberal Judaism had broken away, 
while not against tradition, it did not feel in a position to accept every. 
thing with which orthodoxy complied. There was no law that a Jewish 
Service should bein Hebrew.. There was, however, a strong feeling that 
the prayers should be recited in Hebrew, and in that sense Liberal 
Jucaism had broken away. Liberal Judaism did not maintain the necessity 
to observe the dietary laws, and Liberal Jews felt none the worse for not 
observing them. They could justify every chavge by going back to the time 
before such laws were formed. The prophets Isaiah and Amos, for 
oxample, knew nothing of such dietary laws. Liberal Judaism, however, 
drew its justification by looking forward, not by looking backward. The 
lecturer went on to speak of a belief in progress. There was never a 
completed Judaism. A new outlook was that no religion could claim a 
monopoly of divine inspiration. Dr. 8. Herbert, Dr. Ratner, and Messrs. 
G. Webber, LLU.B., B. Hirsch, I. Wassilevsky, L. Lever, and I. Sandler 
participated in a discussion. Thanks were accorded to the lecturer, on 
the motion of Mr. M, Barash, seconded by Miss J. Davies.

Adler reported on the education given 
in the Talmud Torah and the Lovell Schools, which he said, was 
oxceedingly satisfactory 

Mr. M. Burton said that he had visited the new building now in course 
of construction.

Progressive Judaism.’’ 

Mr. O. M. Strauss presided last Sunday at a drawing-room meeting of 
the Reform Congregation, at which an address on “ Progressive Judaisw ' 
was delivered by Mr. Laurie Magnus, M.A., of London. In the course of 
his address the lecturer said that in the Jewis Quarterly Peview about 
twenty-five years ago be had written an articlo on Conservative Judaism 
in which he had adversely criticised the Jewish KeligiousS Union and 
the Liberal Judaism which formed its staple teaching. He was bound to 
say that bis views since then had changed rather considerably, and tiat be 
thought the time was ripe for a movement which would unite a!! forms 
of progressive Judaism. Just as the British Empire preserved i's 
grandeur and retained its appeal to the sentiments of loyalty in its sub- 
jects without any static written Constitution, so Judaism would continus 
to flourish and grow stronger without the perpetuation of a bard, rigid, 
fixed code, either of the Talmud or the Shulchan Aruch. Before the S$) 1a" 
Aruch was fixed as the binding code for orthodox Jews, there was free- 
dow, there was progress, there was a dynamic movement in Judaism. 
To postulate a fixed and rigid, yet antiquated and worn-out, code of iaws 
as the indispensable basis of a Jewish life to-day, seemed to Mr. Magnus 
impossible, regrettable, and reactionary. They had to insist on the 
Monotheistic and Messianic culmination of Jewish teaching, in opposstion to 
the idea of a physical and material restoration, with a king in Jerusaiom. 
Reform Jews were called upon to preach and to emphasise the idea of the 
Messianic epoch when Monotheism shall be the world’s universa! faith. 
They were not homeless, they were not inexile, they were not in ('«! uth, 
in the British Empire. Their home was a spiritual Zion. Keform 
Judaism contained within itself no elements of materialism; it corre- 
sponded to nothing that was temporal; it aimed at a reconciliation 
between the world and the pervading spirit that dwelt over all things. 
In 1841 the earliest English Reformers felt it necessary to insist on 4 
conservatiam of thought and practice that seemed to many as static and 
unbending, in its way, as orthodoxy. To-day all Progressive Jews 
realised that the conservatiam which rejected change would itself bo 
rejected. Reform Jews should, in spreading the doctrines of Progressive 
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Judaism, co-operate with the Liberal Jewish Synagogues. They had to : 
reiterate and assertthe principe that Liberal Jud .ism and Reform Judaism 
were both interpretations and representations of Judaism, the all-embrac- 
iog mother, and that anything done in the name of Judaism was sacred 
and holy, and deserved veneration and respect, and not vituperation and 
abuse, often unenlightened, often ignorant, and often vindictive. In con. 
clusion, Mr. M:gaus said he believed Judaism, the Mother faith, could 
clasp every child, Reform, Liberalism, as weil as Orthodoxy, to her bosom. 
He hoped the Bradford Congregation would go forward and spread the 
light of Reform among the highways and byways of the less-enlightened 
sections of their faith. 

The Rev. Nathantol Jacobs said that they might well consider the 
question of co-operation with Liboral Judaism, provided they might keep 
their liturgy and their religions practices ag they had been accustomed 
todo. Mr. %. Hirschel, President of the Reform Congregation, proposed, 
and Mr. A. Gottheil seconded, a vote of thanks to Mr. Magnus. Mrs. H. 
Kramrisch thanked the host and hostess, Mr. and Mrs. O. M. Strauss. 


On the same day, an address on “The Palestine Mandate Seven 
Years After” was dolivercd by Mr. Magnus, under the auspices of the 
Keform Congregation.

Their Majesties the King and Queen, accompanied by the King ang 
Queen of Italy, the Crown Prince Umberto and the Princess Mafalda 
wero atthe British Empire Exhibition on Wednesday, and paid a visi: to 
the Palestine Pavilion, where the Duke of Devonshire introduced to 
thom Sir Alfred Mond, Major R. T. Little (Manager of the 
Pavilion), and Messrs. Walter 5. Cohen, A. Sefi, Digby Solomon, ana 
Joseph Cowen. Lieut-Colonel H. J, Solomon, who, in con®equence of 
ill-health, was obliged to attend in a bath-chair, was also presented to 
His Majesty, who chatted with him for some minutes. Among otherg 
present were

Atter signing the Visitors’ Book, thelr Majesties were conducted 
round the Pavilion, where they showed considerable interest in the 
Goverament and Zionist stalls, and admired several examples of 
Palestine arts and crafts. The Queen accepted two lace doilies 
of Palestinian manufacture from the Jewish Women’s League for 
Caltural Workin Palestine. Her Majesty also inspected the exhibit of 
the “ Pardess” Co-operative Society of Orange Growers (Jaft:), and 
remarked on the excellence of Jafla oranges. Subsequently, the royal 
party visited the annoxe, where models of the Jerusalem Temples are dis- 
played by tho Pro-Jerusalem Society, and listened to a brief explanation 
ofthe exhibit. Photographsof the models were presentod to King Goorys, 
and Queen Mary accepted a bouquet. The King of Italy showed much 
interest in the Yemenite craftsmen, who were pointed out to him by 
Major Littie 

The royal party lunched at the British Government Pavilion. Tha 
dessert, which was provided by the “Pardess” Soclety, consisted of 
Jafia oranges ina silver basket, which was conveyed by a diminutive 


Palestine pags-boy dressed in his national costame. 


The Palestine Pavilion has been largely reorganised, and a grew 
improvement has been effected in the general display of the exhibits. 
Notable stalls are those of the Palestine Jewish Colonisation Association, 
where agricultural exhibits are shown; the “ Pardess” stal!), whichis 
disposing of between one and two thousand Jaffa oranges daily, that of 
the Palestine Wine Company; and the New Jerusalem Printisg |’ress, 
The Yemonite craftsmen are now at work, and the Temple models of the 
Pro-Jerausalem Society are also on view, although these, it must be 
admitted, are somewhat shoddy in appearance, and it is a pity that one 
of the lecturers on the Temple appears in Eastern costume with a very 
occidental collar and tie. However, there igs a noticeable improvement 
in the appearance of the Pavilion, and it now gives a very much more 
adequate idea of the resources of the Holy Land. 


Question in Parliament. 
THE RUTENBERG SCHEME. 


House oF LORD*. 

In the House of Lords last Wednesday, Lord RAGLAN asked, with 
reference to the Rutenberg concession in Palestine, whether Mr. 
Rutenberg had fulfilled in every respect the prescribed conditions a3 
to time, finauce, &2.; what works had actually been constructed or 
sanctioned; and whether compulsion had been used to acquire any 
land or tustal any plant, &c. 

Lord ARNOLD (Under-Secretary for the Colonies) replied that there 
were two concessions in Palestine. The first, which supplied electrical 
energy to the district of Jaffa, was already in force, and was held by tho 
Jaffa Electrical Co., to whom it was transferred by Mr. Katenberg: 
Tho High Commissioner recently reported that this company 
was conducting its operations satisfactorily, and was _ correctly 
adhering to the terms and conditions laid down. In the second 
place, under agreemont with Mr. Rutenberg in 1921, a concession was ta 
be granted to a company with an authorised capital of not less than 
£1,000,000, of which not less than £200,000 was to be subscribed and paid 
for in cash. Application was made withio the specified time, and the 
Secretary of State had been satisfied that a company had been duly 
formed. The actual issues of the concession had nod yed been made, but 
he understood it was on the point of bsing completed. Ina these circum. 
stances, the Palestine Electric Corporation, to which the concession was 
to be granted, was not yet uader any obligation to carry out its terms. 
However, a cousiderable amount of progress had been made, and the High 
Commissioner was satisfied with the work that had already been done. 
So faras the Goveramant were aware, no compulsory powers had been 
exercised in connection with the schems, He had no knowledge of any 
differences having occurred betweea the Municipality of Jaf. and the 
Electric Company. 


Financing the Rutenberg Scheme. 


INTERNATIONAL CO-OPERATION. 

The four groups co-operating, practically on equal terms, in thé 
financing of the Rutenberg Scheme, are Baron Elmond de Rothschild 
(through the Pica), the Jewish Colonial Trust of London, the Londo 
Economic Board for Palestine, and the American group composed of the 
Recoustruction Committee of the Joint Distribution Committee and tha 


' subscribers to the trust certificates issued by the Palestine Development 


Council. A certain proportion of the undertaking is being financed by 
debenturas to be held by an official British Agency. 

The American participation amounts in round figures to over half a 
million dollars, and towards this the Reconstruction Committee of the 
Joint Distribution Committee has contributed 200,000 dollars. To meet 
its obligations, the Palestine Development Council has issued trast certifi- 
cates to its subscribers. This subscription list has been headed by 
Justice Louis D. Brandeis, Messrs. Solomcn Rosenbloom, of Pittsburgh, 
and louis J. Horowitz, of New York City, each of whom has subscrihed 
25,000 dollars. The next largest subscription is that of Mr. Julius Simon, 
of New York, amounting to 10,000 dollars. Then comes the Aaron and 
Bortha Friedenwald Memorial Fund, amounting to over $,000 dollars.

ANNUAL CONFERENCE TO BE CANCELLED. 


The Zionist Organisation, Central Office, has issued the following 
ment: 

<7 Executive of the Zionist Organisation, after hearing the report 
ot Dr. Weizmann on the negotiations that he has conducted in the United 
States for the purpose of obtaining the co-operation of American Jewry in 
the reconstitution of the Jewish Agency, have come to tho conclusion 
that the developments are now sufficiently advanced to justify the 
submission of flaal proposals at tho earliest opportunity to the properly 
constituted Zionist authority, namely, the Congress. 

As. in normal circumstances, an Annual Conference would have taken 
place this summer, and this body would not have been competent to pass 
any final decisions on the question of the Jewish Agency, the Executive 
propose that the projected Conference shall be abandoned, and that the 
next Congress shall be convened towards the ond of this year for the 
specific purpose of discussing and voting upon this question. 

The Executive have therefore resolved, with the concurrence of the 
Presidiam of the Actions Committee, to convene a meeting of this Com- 
mittee, in London, on June 17th, for the purpose of authorising the cancel 
lation of the Annual Conference and the summoning of the next Congress. 

The agenda of the Actions Committee meeting, in addition to the 
. aforementioned question, will also inclade the adoption of a provisional 
budget for the work ia Palestine for the poriod up to the next Congress

TWENTY-FIFTH ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 


A meeting of the Executive Council was held last Monday, at 4, 
Bedford Row. The Rev. J. K. GoLps.oow presided. Arrangements 
were made in connection with the Twenty fifth Annual Conference of the 
Federation which is to be held during the coming week-end. Tho 
programme as drawn up aims at the conferencs being concluded on 
Buoday, but, should it prove necessary, it is open to tho delegates to decide 
to continuo the proceedings on the following day. Ono Sunday the 
Conference will meet at Jews’ College; and in the event of its being 
continued on Monday, it will meet in the Conference Room of the Zionist 
Organisation, 77, Great Rassell Street. Sunday's programme provides 
for four sessions. During the opening session, which is to begin at ten 
o'clock, addresses will be given by the Zionist leaders. These wi!l be 
followed by the presentation of the annual report and financial statement. 
After the lanch interval the Presidential! election will be held, followed 
by a discussion of the proposals on the future composition of the 
xecutiveandthe Council. Ina the event of these proposals being adopted 
by the conference a committee will be appointed to submit nominations. 
The Keren Hayesod will be taken about six o'clock in the afternoon. 
During the session devoted to the Keren Iiayesod Dr. M. D. Eder will 
speak on the work in Palestine. The Board of Directors of the Keren 
Hayesod will be represented by Dr. B. Feiwel and Mr. Leo Hermann. 
The Cotnecil will recommend to the Conference to fix a minimum amount 
to be raised by sach London district and provincial town for the Keren 
Hayesed during the coming year. Mr. Leopold Schon, Treasurer of the 
Foglish Commission of the Jewish National Fund, will present a 
report. The remainder of the time will be occupied by a discussion of 
various resolutions, one of which deals with the advisability of recom 
mending the removal of the Central Offices of the World Zionist Organisa 
tion and the Keren Ha yesod to Palestine. 

It was decided to set aside the week beginning June lth as Sheke! 
week. It was decided to recommond to the annua! conference to fix the 
rate of dues payable by affiliated Zionist societies to the Federation at 
‘ight shillings per member per annum, this sum to include the S/ieke!l 
and the Zionist Review. 


Mr. Laurie Magnus on the Mandate. 


A SEVEN YEARS’ SURVEY. 


Under the auspices of the Bradford Reform Congregation. Mr. Laurie 
Magnus, M.A., addressed a meeting last Sunday on ‘The [Palestine 
Mandate—Seoven Years After.” The Rev. NATHANIE. JAcons, B.A,, 
presided. 

Mr. MAGNUS aaié that the early pioneers of the Zionist Movement 
had, naturally, nade mistakes, the first and worst of which, that per 
sisted in certain quarters even to this day, lay in the !nsistencs on the 
helief that the Palestine Mandate implied the establishment of a Jewish 
btate. In 1902 he had opposed that view in an unsigued article on 
Zionism and Anti-Semitism,” which he had contributed to the Guarterly 
Revicw. In that articlehe had said: “The orthodox Jew recognises a 
divine purpose in bis exile. But Dr. Herz!’s plan makes short work 
of the spiritual element in Judaism. He would force the hand of 
Providence.” At a recent meeting of the Anglo-Palestinian Ciub, Mr, 
f.con Simon had denounced political Zionism as an obstructive conception 
The statement of the Government on the Palestine question in 1922, 
repudiating the aim of creating a “wholly Jewish Palestine,” agreed 
almost verbally with what be (Mr. Magnus) had said in February, 191%. 
Let them wipe up those early mistakes, and start again with corrected 
and adjusted vision, so that they might all unite in their supportof British 
policy in Palestine, which was at the same time practical Zionism. Let 
them purge Zionism of political nationalism, Ict them bs content 
that Palestinian Jews should be Palestinians, Jews by their Judaism and 
by no other mark or test, let them unite all Jews by those axioms, and 
thcre would be scope and room enough for Jewish work by all Jows in 
Palestine, for Zionism, trimmed by experience to a suitable shape, bud 
rising in dreams to the outer stars. 

The Rev. J, IsRXELSTAM, B.A, in proposing a vote of thanks to tho 
lecturer, said that what he asked Zionists to give up was much 
tuore than an interpretation of the Balfour Declaration. It might be true 
that Zionists had mistaken the intention of that document by taking it 
too literally, but Zionism and Nationalism were not brought into being by 
tho Balfour letter, notwithstanding its greatimportance. These anteceded 
evca Herz’, They were as old as the Jewish people. Mr. Magnus belleved 
in the rebuilding of Palestine by Jewish effort. Though not spsaking in 
any way officially, hoe (Mr. Israelstam) as a Zionist, would welcome the 
co operation of Mr. Magnus. 

Mr. J. Hirscueu, President of the Reform Synagogue, seconded the 
volte, which was carried unanimously. 

Mr. LAURIE MAGNUS said he had been much impressed by Mr.

Mr. Laurie Magaus addressed a mestiog last Sunday at Bradford on 
the subject of the “ Palestine Mandate and Seven Years After.” It is 
really rather more diffion|t than usuil with that gentieman to follow the 
poiot of argument ia his observitions. Did he travel up to Yorkshire 
merely to prove tothe g»0d Kradford poopie that his progaostications of 
twenty years or moe ago concerning the certain failure of Ziontat 
effort were correct’ If so, the acceptation of Zionism asa principle by 
the British Goveroment ani by the l’owers, the Balfour Declaration, 
and the Mandate, are hardly things upon which a bitter opponent of the 
Movement, such as ho then was—aod apparently is stould rely as 
evidence of far-seeing perspicacity. 

But he sceks to bridge the gap by showing that in 1/92 he wrote in 
opposition to the idea of the establishment of a Jewish Commonwealth 
(whereas he wrote aviiastthe whole Zionist idea), and he seems to reason 
that because the Churchill Memorandum denies that the effect of the 
Balfour Declaration was to favour the creation ofa wholly Jewish 
Palestine.” “a Palestine as Jewish as |\avland is Eaglish.” therefore he 
is to be lan Jed as a true prophet. “Ihe orthodox Jew,” whose views 
Mr. Magous now teils us he then took upon himself anonymously to 
represent, “recogaises,” be says, “a divine purpose in his exile”— 
exemplified, wo prasume, in such “divine” work as pogroms and wander- 
ings and “living synagogues ”—aod be coutends that De. Herzi’s work 
cousisted in forcing the hands of l’covidence, as if Mr. Magnus does not 
do precisely that with every breath of air he takes, so that he may con- 
tinwe to live. Bo that as it way, Me. Magaus says he was right and 
Zionists were wrong ta their interpretation of Jewish destiny. lor Mr. 
Cburchill is his witness: that is enough for Mr. Magaus. The White 
Paper is Mr Magaus’s Cirta. It is really amusing (or pitiable) to find 
Mr. Magnus, posing for the nonce as Orthodox Jew, thus declaring that 
the one true iaterpretation of Jewish hope aud Jewish aspiration is to be 
fonad not in the words of Moses or the Prophets or in Gol's own words, 
bat in the words of Winston Charchi!i ' 

This from a man who refuses to range himself asa Zionist, or to give 
a hand io the common cause of working forthe re-upbuilding of Palestine, 
because, as be tella us, he wishes to belong toa “uation of Priests ” (sic), 
and not to a nation of politicians, is the straucest piece of illogical confusion 
of mied we have come across for wanyaday. We regret to find, by the by, 
that Mr. Magaus, of ail men, s:oald show jast sufficient knowledge of the 
Bible to misquote. The destiny of Israel marked out by Scriptare was 
Chat pot of a nation of priests, bus of a kiogdowm of priests anda holy 
mation. Weil, well, we call to mind some of the anti. Zionists in this and 
other conotries fic whom Mr, Migaus was speaking, aud we think of f/iei 
as candidates for the mem -rahip of a holy mation’! But as our future 
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was to be, according to the Prophets upon whom Mr. Magnus so 
relies, and according to himself, in whom he has equal faith 
and a nation, what on earth does he mean by his fulmina 
Zionism because it is Political or National ? 

Still, Mr. Magnus has done good service hy his Bradford addrecs 
has now told us definitely that he, and those who think with hj, re! 
to range themselves, even for the common work of the upbuilding oi 
Palestine, with Zionists. So we have been right all along io refusing to 
recognise him asa Zionist in the usual acceptation of the term. and in 
deeming him a Zionist only according to the exotic interpretation speciall 
adopted by him for his own purposes. He is still outside the Zionict ow.

Sir,—Romaltino Rolland, the French critic and novelist, while on his 
visit to Salzburg last year, during the Chamber Music Féte cf tne later.

Weizmann said farther: “Oar task is to-day to build the 
villages, to build tho cities, to rebuild the very soil of Palestine. For the 
hundreds cf thousands of immigrants who come in, we have to make 
schools, houses, banks, to do everything that is necessary to organise a 
civilised community, and we are doing it with only one capital, the hope 
aud confidence of you in me and me in you, and you are not golng to 
betray this confidence.” All this is well said, and can be addressed with 
still more emphasis to English Zionists. 

{ have followed Dr. Weizmann’s triumphant tour in America with 

pleasure and pride. He has really done yeoman’s service to the cause 
and accomplished much, very much. He has enlisted into the Zionist 
camp some of the great and influential Jews in America and got their 
money too for the cause. But the pity is, he bas missed one mark— ind 
that is, to appeal to the American Jewish youth. Tho Zionist Organisa- 
tion has so far sadly neglected the Jewish youth. There are any number 
of first-rate Jewish youag men and Jewish young women in America and 
in Eogland who will, if encouraged to enlist, concentrate their energies 
on briaging together those trains of national ideas, their pioneering 
a which can be found to have echoes throughout the Jewish 
world. 
_ the time has come for the Zionist leaders to make an earnest rally. 
ing-cry to the youth of Jewrydom! Totho Jewish youth who are still free 
of the Ghetto sptrit and not yet imbued with that cringing “very grateful 
to this country ” attitude—to the youth who will perform their duties and 
demand their right. If the Zionists do that, they will soon have a morally 
recrulte] “come-what-may” army, willing enough to give their services 
for the upbailding of Palestine, and who will use tho secular staff when 
Rccessary, to beat off the lions and the baars who would devour Jowish 
4spirations. The true world, the world of thought, will quickly move 
t:oser to a youthful army of pioneers, and the Jewish nation will ere long 
become in reality what our traducers think we only imagine ourselves 
tobe. All hail, therefore to the Jewish youth, on whom the hopes of the 
whole House of Israel rest! And this I would heartily commend to the 
English Zionist Federation on its twenty-fifth anniversary celebration.

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NATURALISATION. 

From Mr. Leon Simon. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Str, -In a leading note on this subject in your iseae of the i jth of May, 
you suggest that “ every Jew who repairs to Palestine should automaticaly 
be able to take up the nationality of the land.” The idea that any Britiah 
Goverament, being responsible for the administration of Paloatine, could 
possibly bind itself aud its successors to paturalise at sight any and every 
Jew, of whatever character and antecedents, who might at any time come 
to Palestine and express his intention to settle there—that idea is one 
which i, at any rate, cannot regard as warranted by what wo know 
about the ways of Governments. The question which you raiso i+ there 


fore, in my view, academic rather than practical ; but thatfact not 
your “leader” of its interest a3 a reveiation of the mentality of a certain 
kind of Zionist. Oatwo aspects of that mentality —ita waut of cousistency 
and its confusion as to the meaning of nationality -| should like to offve 
a few remarks. 

Virst, as to consistency. The Government of let us say—iKarltagla 
maintains, or desires to maintain, a distinction in the matter of citizen 
rights betweon the [aritaniau-born Jew and tho Kuritagian bora ooa 
Jew.

“A wav,” you say, whois 
bora a Jew, ought to have the righ’, without any such process a8 may or 
may not be necassary in the case of patucalisiog aliens, to assume hia 
nationality ia Palestine asa mutter of course.” What, pray. is meant by 
“his” nattoaality? The oaly ustionality horain qiusstion is nationality~ 
in the loose moderna sense political nationality, which is paccly « 
matter of the rights aad duties of c'tizsnoship, and has uothing essentially 
to do with race or realigiou or calture or language. Bat tho only 
nationality which the Jew possesses as Jew is precisely the fundamental 
nationality of race, religion, aud so forth. Thereisno,;>'i/'c1r' aationality 
of whicha Jew, regarding himself for the moment aad solely ase 
Jew, can ssy that it is “his.” The Jew who bocomss a citizon of 
Palestiue will acquire Palestinian, not Jewish, nationality. His Jewitt 
nationality he acquired at birth, aad cannot lose except by his owa 
action or inaction.

Prize Distributions. 


Dalston Synagogue Classes. 


The annul distribution of prizss was held last Sanday, in the Albers 
Felsenstein Memorial Hall. Mr. 1. Landau presided, and Mrs. Landay 
distributed the prizes. A guard of honour was formed by the Dalston 
Synagogue Boy Scouts and Girl Guides. 

Tne CHAIRMAN said that the fact that he was presiding at that 
fanction was something of an accident, and he ought to express his 
gratification to his old friend, Dr. Bichler, for permitting him to actin big 
stead. That was the first occasion he had the privileges to preside over a 
distribution of prizes in connection with that synagogus. He occupied 
the chair with some sort of fear and trepidation. Shakespeare had said, 
* Uneasy lies the head that wears thecrown.” He might say uneasy sity 
the man who takes the chair. The examiner's report ofthe classes 
testified to the splendid work that had been done during the year, 
The examiner had expressed himself as being very well satistied with the 
results. He (the Chairman), expressed on behalf of that gathering, their 
sincere and unqual.fied regret at the absence, through illness, of Rabbi 
Gross. He was sure he was re-echoing the wishes of everyone present, 
when he said that they wished Rabbi Gross a speedy recovery. He 
referred to the retirement of Mr. Sidney Spanjer from the office of Hon. 
Secretary of the Classes. His work during the several years that he had 
occupied that post bad reflected the greatest credit upon the classes and 
himself. The Education Committee had secured a successor in Mr. Morris 
Hyams. Although there was a falling off in the membership of the 
Synagogue, the reverse was the case with regard to the Classes, which had 
nearly 180 pupils on the roll. That wasan encouraging siga to the Educa- 
tion Committee, An innovation had been introduced that year, largely 
through the enthusiasm of their esteemed Kibbi. They had established 
a voluntary class on Monday evening:. It wasinitiatedas ao experiment, 
and the average attendance wasabout eighty. The success of the classes 
was a testimony to the unselfishness and devotion of the teaching staff.

The CHAIRMAN in reply, said that he wasextremely indebted to them 
for the kind vote uf thanks. He paid a tribute to tho work done by Mr, 
Rubens for the classes for many years.

Our Debate. 


i have only had one letter so far on the subject introduced by 
“Mr. Futurist” last week, but that does not discourage me, as it 
always takes a littlo while for a new debate to get into ite stride. This 
contribution, sent in so promptly, is from Jack Hyman, of Clapton. 

THE FUTURE OF JUDAISM, 

“I am not quite sure,” ho writes, ‘as to what is expected of us in 
the new debate. Are we to say what we should like the future of 
Judaism to be or what we think it will be? I quite agree with the 
openér that there has never been a period in Jewish history, unless it 
was at the time of the destruction of the Temple, when the future of 
Jadaism was more uncertain. It seems to me that there are two 
dominating factors; one is the break-up of the old Jewish com- 
munities in Eastern !urope and the suppression of Judaism in Russia, 
and the other is the creation of the Jewish National Home in 
Palestine. | think we in England are too much io the habit of 
viewing Jewish problems from our own narrow point of view. Really, 
we know very little of what is going on in the Jewish world, and that 
makes us bad judges in dealing witn such a question as ie raised in 
this debate. 

A GREAT LOSS, 


“ There can be no doubt that the upheaval in Eastern Europe will 
profoundly affect the future of Judaism. Hundreds of thousands of 
young Jews and Jewesses in Russia who are growing up without any 
religion will be entirely lost to our faith. Tbat country used to be a 
great source of spiritual strength to the Jewries of the whole world, 
and now it isartificially steeped in the worst forms of materialism. 
The immigration restrictions in most Western countries will also 
affect the Judaism of those countries, because they will prevent the 
admission of new strata of orthodox Jews to replaco tho wastage by 
assimilation. So, in the diaspora, the future is dark cyough. Let us 
turn for a moment to Palestine. 


IN THE NATIONAL HOME, 


“The religious situation in Palestine, if one can go by what one 
reads, seems to be very perplexing, and makes it very difficult to 
prophesy as to what sort of Judaism will in the end emerge. There 
appears to be a conflict between the old pious settlers, strengthened 
by the Mizrachi elements, aud some of the new Socialist immigrants 
who do not set much store by religious observance. On the other 
hand, the atmosphere and traditions of the country are bound to have 
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two sets of these ringe marks out a 
single year’s growth. If the interval 
be short, the growth was limited that 
summer owing to ungenial weather, 
aud if the interval be long, their 
growth took place under favourable 
conditions as to weather. The 
number of leaf-scars in each interval 
between two sets of rings, enables us 
to tell the exact number of leaves 
that were put forth that summer. If 
a twig has ou it ten sets of rings and 
ten scara then we know that it is 
exactly ten years old, That means 
that it stopped growing ten times 
and produced ten geverations of 
summer leaves. There is no mis. 
take here. ‘The sets of marks piace 
before you the exact history of the 
twigs during it whole past life. 


THE OLDEST WOOD IN IHE FOREST. 


When the professor and students 
depart we make our way to Frame 
Wood which, we are informed, is one 
of the oldest woods in all the forest. 
The sup is mellow, and as we sit 
enjoying our sandwiches, the air is 
filled with the songs of the birds, 
aud our minds conjure up pictares 
of William the Conqueror and Rafus 
who, perhaps, many a time aud oft, 
rode through Frame. We then 
indulge in a siesta, and fivieh up 
with a tour of inspection.
